PRICES.—The prices quoted are those ruling at this date, and do zof include free 
transit, except for flower seeds in packets. Please add for prepayment of postage or ex- 
press, as below noted. All ordinary sorts of seed can be had in five-cent papers. 


Seeds by Mail or Express.—8 cents per pound should be added for prepayment of 
postage, if wanted by mail. Charges by express are not uniform, rates depending on 
distance and locality; see table of express tariff on second page of cover. Except for 
small parcels, and to remote parts, the express companies will be found the most eco- 
nomical mode of conveyance ; of course we shall always adopt that mode which costs 
the least. Neither have we charged for a guarantee of safe arrival by mail ; it is rare, 
however, that seeds fail to reach their destination safely in that way. 


It is very important that our customers send in their orders immediately on re- 
ceipt of this catalogue, instead of waiting till the time when they wish to sow the seed ; 
and to save time, seeds may be ordered by the numbers in the first column, if desired.

WARRANTIES.—Seeds of the best possible quality will fail through improper treatment. 
Thus, if a small seed be sown so deep that the young plant cannot reach the surface, the seed, however 
good, will fail. More failures result from a want of proper knowledge of conditions necessary to germina- 
tion than from bad quality of seeds themselves. These conditions are: a proper temperature, sufficient 
moisture, and free access of air; besides these, the soil must be in proper condition, and present no physi- 
cal obstacle to the growth of the young plant. If heavy rains have compacted the surface of the soil, and 
the sun has baked it to a hard crust, it will be impossible, even if all other conditions are favorable, for the 
seedling plants to force their way through it, and many perish from thiscause alone. Seeds differ greatly as 
to the temperature required for germination. Beets, Cress, Peas, etc., germinate readily at a temperature 
ot 45°; but if Melons and other seeds of that family, bush or pole Beans, and other plants of sub-tropical 
origin, are sown under the same conditions, they will be apt to decay, as for their prompt germination they 
require a heat of at least 60°. From this reason many seeds fail yearly from too early sowing. The second 
condition, proper moisture, is likely to be violated by an excess rather than by too little moisture. The 
proper amount is that which a well-drained soil will naturally hold. Free access of air is all important, and 
this is interfered with by an excess of waterinthe soil. In germination complex chemical changes take place. 


in the seeds, in which the air performs animportant part. A portion of the seed is consumed, carbonic acid. 


gas being given off, in changing the starch and other constituents of the seed into nutriment to forward 
the growth of the germ or embryo plant, which depends upon the contents of the seed until it has formed 
roots below ground and leaves above, and is able tosustainitself. Besides these conditions affecting the ger- 
mination of the seed, the young plants, after they have made their way to the surface, are liable to various 
accidents ; a sudden current of very cold air, or a continued drying wind, may check their growth, or destroy 
the young plants altogether ; besides these, there are numerous insects, both below and above ground, that 
may attack the plants, some of these being so small that they often destroy a crop before they are discovered. 

For the above reasons, we wish to state in this explicit form, that, while we exercise great care to 
have ali Seeds pure, reliable, and true to name, our Seeds are sold without any warranty, ex- 
pressed or implied, and without any responsibility in respect tothe crop. If our Seeds are not 
accepted on these terms, they must be returned at once.

DIRECTIONS FOR THE CULTIVATION OF VEGETABLES. 


To secure a good crop of vegetables, three things at least are necessary, viz., a suitable soil, pure seed, 
and clean culture ; to which may be added as equally necessary, an abundant supply of good barn-yard ma- 
nure, supplemented, when this runs short, by artificial fertilizers. The exposure for a vegetable garden 
should be preferably south or southeast, or nearly so. The soil should be naturally rich and friable, a sandy 
loam being among the best. If the soil be stiff it should be gradually mellowed by the free use of barn- 
yard manure, or, if convenient, by the addition of sand. If wet, or inclined to hold an excess of moisture, 
it should be under-drained, preferably by tile; but if possible, a location should be selected naturally dry 
and free from surface water. 

A dark colored soil, or one supplied with a goodly portion of decayed vegetable matter, will produce the 
earliest crops. If the soil be shallow, it should be deepened gradually by plowing or spading an inch or two 
deeper each year, and not all at once by trenching or sub-soiling, unless manureand money be both abun- 
dant. A sandy soil may be greatly improved by adding more or less vegetable mould from the woods. To 
produce the best and uniform results, the vegetable garden should have at least one foot of good rich soil. 
The roots of large trees should not be allowed to encroach on any part of the garden, though large trees, 
especially evergreens, sufficiently far off, afford a valuable protection on the north and west. 

Mark the garden off into squares or beds of convenient size, to facilitate the practice of a rotation of 
crops, which is an important matter. Asa rule, never let the same crop or kind of vegetable occupy the 
same bed or spot two years in succession. Potatoes, onions and a few other things may form an exception 
to this rule, but it is nevertheless better to keep up the rotation. Every year these beds must be warmed up 
by a liberal coat of manure, which should be thoroughly mixed with the soil. Grow everything in drills or 


oe ; \ 
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‘straight lines. Larger crops from a given surface are grown in this way, and cultivation becomes simple 
and comparatively easy. The space between the drills, and other special information, is given in the body of 
the catalogue; the least distance is named, in order to economize space—it might be increased in some cases 
with advantage. 
The ground should be frequently hoed to kill the weeds and keep the soil mellow; and the proper 
time to hoe is just when the weeds appear above ground. Briefly: the proper way to kill weeds is never 
to let them grow. If the weeding be done at the time suggested, it can be mostly and quickly done by the 
use of a sharp-toothed steel rake. 

Where the material and conveniences are at hand, much time may be gained by starting certain kinds 
of plant in a hot-bed, or even in a cold-frame, the latter being a very convenient thing, even on a small place. 
The hot-bed is chiefly intended for raising early Tomatoes, Egg-Plants, Peppers, Cabbage, Cauliflower, Let- 
tuce, etc.; but as all these plants can now be bought cheaply of the seedsmen at the proper time, the expense 
and labor of a hot-bed can, in many cases, be dispensed with, especially on small places. 

The above brief suggestions, and the special directions dispersed through the catalogue, if carefully 
observed, will go far toward securing early and abundant crops. 

To PREPARE A CoLp-FRAME.—The cold-frame is simply a frame set on the ground, no bottom heat be- 

ing applied. It is banked up on the outside during the winter with salt hay, straw, or coarse litter, The 
soil is prepared by forking in and thoroughly mixing to the depth of ten or twelve inches a liberal quantity 
of old, well-rotted manure. The manure of anold hot-bed is good for the purpose. The frame is prepared 
in the fall, and young Cabbage, Cauliflower, and Lettuce plants set out in it in time to get w~!l established 
before very cold weather. Cauliflower and Cabbage should be set down to the first leaf, and the soil made 
_ firm around the plants. The seed is usually sown, in the vicinity of New York, from the 15th to the 2oth of 
‘ September, but the very early kinds some eight or ten days later. The young plants will be ready to trans- 
. plant in about twenty-five or thirty days. During cold nights and stormy days, the beds should be closely 
covered with the sashes, and these further protected by straw mats or shutters. Cauliflower needs more and 
closer protection than Cabbage, as it is rather more tender. During mild days admit air freely, the object 
¢ being to keep the plants in a dormant state, without actual freezing, so that when spring comes the plants 
are in a forward state for setting out early crops. Seeds of Cabbage, Cauliflower, Lettuce and Radish may , 
_ be sown in a cold-frame in the spring from the last week in February to the first week in March. The frame 
_. should stand in a warm and sheltered spot, and be kept from freezing by mats or a thick covering of straw 
during cold nights. 


DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING A HOT-BED.. 


In the vicinity of New York, from the first to the middle of March is quite early enough to make a hot- 
bed, and even a little later will do well enough. The time must vary according to the latitude. Providea 
quantity of fresh horse manure from the stables, and add to this, if they can be had, one-third to one-half of 
_ its bulk of leaves. Mix them thoroughly, tramping down the mass in successive layers, and form into a 
large pile, so that fermentation will proceed even in severe cold weather. In two or three days fermenta- 
‘tion will be apparent by the escape of steam from the heap. Now turn again, and allow the heap to re- 
main two or three days longer, or until the second fermentation commences. Make an excavation, or pit: 
two-and-a-half feet deep, and of a size suited to the number of plants required. The pit will be better if 
built up of brick. It should be made in some dry, sheltered spot, facing the south or east if possible. Hot- 
bed sashes are usually 6x3 feet, and one sash will generally give early plants enough for a large family. 
The frame for sashes should be eighteen inches high at the back and twelve inches in front, which will give 
the proper slope to catch the sunlight. Cross-pieces should be placed for the sashes to slide on, to facili- 
tate opening and shutting the frames. When everything is ready, the manure is placed in the pit and 
trodden down firmly in layers to the required depth, two to two-and-a-half feet. Then put on the sashes, 
> and keep the pit closed until the heat rises. At first it will probably be 100° or more, which is too hot to sow 
. the seed in; but in two or three days it will subside to go° or a little less, when the soil may be put on to the 

depth of six to eight inches. The heat may be readily ascertained by plunging a thermometer in the ma- 

nure. The soil should be of well-rotted sod (or common garden soil will do) mixed with about a third of 

fine, old manure, and in this the seeds may be sown thinly in drills two or three inches apart, and afterwards 

(as soon as out of the seed-leaf) either thinned out or else transplanted toanother frame. Air must be given 

every mild day by raising the sashes at the back. Water with tepid water whenever necessary, and during 
_ cold nights and snow storms keep covered with straw mats or board shutters. Tomatoes, Peppers and Egg 
_ Plants should be sown in a separate frame from the Cabbage, Cauliflower and Lettuce, as they require 
_ more heat than the latter. The same directions may apply to hot-beds made on the surface of the ground, 
except that the manure should be at least a foot wider on all sides than the frame.

CULTURE.—Sow the seed thinly in rows one foot apart in April or May, and keep down all weeds. To 
secure strong, healthy plants, thin out the seedlings to 
three or four inches in the rows, saving only the strongest: 
The one-year old plants should be set out in spring, in a 
rich, sandy loam, dug eighteen inches deep, into which 
has been worked plenty of well-rotted manure. If a stiff 
clay soil is all that can be had, add plenty of sand and 
sifted coal-ashes to loosen it up, and also see that it is 
well underdrained. In planting for private use, set out 
in beds five feet wide, three rows in a bed, the outer be- 
ing each one foot from the edge, and allow twelve inches 
in the rows; setthe plants at least six inches below the 
surface. If set out in autumn, top-dress with six inches 
of manure. For market on a large scale, set out 4 by 14g 
feet. 

Every fall a good dressing of coarse manure should 
be applied after the tops have been cut, and in the spring 
forked in.

The real Sprout is not much larger than a marble, and as firm 
and hard almost as thestalk itself. These are the sorts which 
cooks prefer. They strip off the outer covering, cook them 
whole, and serve them up artistically in that fashion. When 
cooked through and no more, such Sprouts melt in the mouth, 
like the tenderest Cauliflower, and are equally good. If 
more widely known, the Brussels Sprouts would be as popu- 
lar as they are valuable; few people appreciate them at their 
full worth.

One application is sufficient unless the stuff is washed off by 
heavy rains. The liquid, being perfectly clear, never colors the Cauliflower or Cabbage heads.’’ To prevent

CuLtTuRE.—Sow the seed in a light, rich, dry border as early as the ground can be worked, in drills eight 
or ten inches apart, and cover the seeds about a quarter of an inch deep, rolling or treading them in if the 
ground be dry. When fairly out of the seed-leaf, they may be transplanted to another bed, or they may be 
thinned out to six or eight inches apart, and let grow until wanted to plant outin beds or trenches. The beds 
should be kept well weeded, and an occasional soaking with water in dry weather will do the plants good. 
Early in July at the north, a month or six weeks later in the southern states, is the proper time to set the 
plants out in beds or trenches. Press the soil firmly against the roots. In the garden the better way is to set 
the plants in shallow trenches—we say shallow, for it is obviously a bad plan to remove all the good soil (as 
must be done in a deep trench) and put the plants in that whichis poor. The plants may be setin a single 
row in a narrow trench, or the trench may be made into a bed wide enough to hold two, three or four rows, 
and in this case the plants are in acompact form to be covered for the winter where they grow. This will 
save much labor where there is no root-cellar for storage, as often happens to be the case. When grownin 
beds in this way, the rows should be one foot apart, and the plants about eight inches apart in the rows. 
A bed four feet wide will take four rows of plants. leaving six inches space on the outside of the first and 
last rows. The bed should be made very rich with thoroughly decomposed manure. The plants will need 
to be earthed up two or three times; and in doing this, care should b2 taken not to let the earth get into the 
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CELERY—CONTINUED. 


heartof the plant. In field culture the plants are set on the surface in rows four feet apart when the Celery 
is to be earthed up in the field for early use, and two feet 
apart when the plants are to be taken up and blanched in 
the cellar for winter use. The plants are set six inches 
apart in rows. If not grown in beds, the best way to 
store is to dig trenches in a well-drained spot in the open 
ground, one foot wide, and of a depth a few inches less 
than the height of the Celery. The plants are then 
lifted and set close together until the whole quantity is 
stored. The edges of the trench should be made sloping 
from the tops of the plants. When severe cold weather 
comes on, cover gradually with leaves, hay, or straw, 
and place boards on top. In such a trench the stalks 
will blanch perfectly, and may be taken out any time 
during winter for use or sale as required. 

The turnip-rooted, or ‘‘Knob” Celery, needs no 
earthing up, and may be planted in rows one foot apart.

CuLtTurE.—Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches of greenhouses or 
in sheds, wherever the temperature of 50 degrees can be kept up through the winter. The beds should be 
made from November to February, according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, and it requires about 
two months for them to begin bearing. Secure fresh horse-dung, free from straw and litter, and mix in an 
equal bulk of loam from an old pasture withit. Keep this under cover, taking care to turn it every day to 
prevent heating, until the pile is large enough to make a bed of the required size. Three or four feet wide, 
eight inches deep, and any length desired, are the proper proportions for a bed; but these may be varied. 
Prepare the mixture of loam and manure, making the bed in layers, and pounding down each with the back of 
the spade. Leave this to heat through fora few days, and as soon as the heat subsides to 90 degrees, make 
holes in the bed about a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of the spawn two to three inches in 
diameter; fill up the holes with the compost, and at the expiration of a week or ten days the spawn will 
have thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread a layer of fresh soil over the heap to the depth of 
two inches, and cover with three or four inches of hay, straw or litter. Examine the bed often to see that it 
: does not get dry. Take special care, how- 
ever, when water is given, that it be at 
a temperature of about 100 degrees. 


From experience with French and 
English Spawn, we find there is an im- 
portant difference between them. If the 
manure in the bed is in proper condition, 
the French Spawn will take hold and 
grow fully as wellas the English; but if 
the bed is notin the right state, it will 
often rot. The English Spawn, on the 
contrary, after starting a little will re- 
main in a comparatively dormant state 
for a long time without losing vitality. 
It is well to keep these points in mind in 
ordering spawn.

CuLTore.—Select a light, sandy, rich soil, and after all danger of frosts are over and the ground has be

Cultivate until the vines cover the ground, and 
pinch the ends of the growing shoots to induce early fruit- 
ing. Ashes, lime, or even dry road-dust, is excellent to sift 
over the young plants when the dew is on, to prevent the 
attacks of insects. A few hills for early may be had by 
sowing in hotbeds on pieces of sod or in pots. The seed 
may also be started out of doors under hand-frames or 
glasses. 

It is quite important that proper soil be selected for 
growing Musk Melons, as on heavy soil the quality will be 
poor.

If avery early crop is desired, it will be necessary to sprout the Potatoes be 
fore planting. Cut the Potatoes into pieces of any size desirable, and place in a warm, light room from four 
to six weeks before required for planting in the open ground. During this time shoots will start out strong 
and vigorous, so that, as soon as planted, they will send out roots and grow much more rapidly than those 
treated in the ordinary way. Another method is to place the sets in a hotbed two weeks before they are 
wanted, and then lift carefully and set out on fresh horse-dung, so that the heat will cause them to start at 
once. lf the Colorado: potato-beetle makes its appearance, the vines must be dusted with Paris green, 
mixed with about eighty parts of plaster; or, what is better, mix the Paris green in water, one small table- 
spoonful to a pail, and apply with a small brush or broom. Take care to stir the mixture often, or else the 
Paris green will! settle to the bottom. Two or three applications during the season will usually suffice to 
clear off all the beetles.

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FORMATION OF LAWNS FROM SEED. 


In the first place see that your ground is thoroughly drained and well prepared, sowing at least three 
bushels of seed to the acre. 

Perhaps the best description of soil for a lawn is the stiff loam or clayey soils which predominate in so 
many districts. This ought not to be by any means too rich, as arapid growth is not wanted in the grasses 
of a lawn, but in preparing it for laying down, let the surface be as much alike in quality as possible, and do 
not stint the quantity of seed. A little White Clover is a useful addition to the seed. A very stiff clay is no 
better than a very dry sand for resisting drought, as it is in a measure sealed up against the insertion of 
roots, and the surface contracting by the withdrawal of moisture, it is liable to crack, etc., toa great depth. 
Nevertheless, a stiff soil usually makes the best lawn. 

If your ground is in condition to raise a good crop of potatoes, it will make a good lawn; add about half 
a ton of bone dust to the acre, harrowed in before sowing the seed. The success of establishing a good lawn 
depends much on the season and the condition of the ground at the time of sowing. A very slight raking in 
will protect the seeds much, or a sowing of wood ashes will render them distasteful to birds. Rolling, how- 
ever, is at all times indispensable. 

The best time to sow lawn grass seed is early in the spring, or about the latter part of August. We pre- 
fer the early spring. 

One important thing ought not to be forgotten in the preparation of the ground. Let it all have a surface 
of about six inches alike, for nothing looks worse than to see a lawn grow allin patches. One exception, 
however, may be mentioned, and that is, if there be any steep slopes facing the south, or other exposed places, 
let the earth on them be better and deeper than on the ground level, as they are more liable to burn out. When 
the grass becomes well established, it should be frequently cut. The oftener you mow, the finer your grass 
will be. 

It is proper here to observe that no lawn can be maintained long in good order without successive rollings. 
Mowing alone will not secure a good bottom without that compression which the roller tends to give. The 
rolling should be done in the spring, before the ground becomes dry.

oughly with six cubic feet of good, dry garden loam. Biace in a tub, and add liquid manure, diluted with 
about two-thirds of water, so as to bring the whole to the consistency of mortar. The slope must be made 
perfectly smooth, and then well watered, after which the paste should be applied, and made as even and as 
thin as possible.

The following five varieties were first introduced in 1889. 
Since then, the reports on and orders for these wonderful 
wheats which we have received from all parts of this country 
and Europe indicate that their peculiar merits are recognized 
and our expectations of them justified.

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TREE AND SHRUB SEEDS. 


HOW TO GROW THEM. 


In order to preserve seeds of Conrrers and other EVERGREEN TREEs it is best to keep them in perfectly 
dry sand until the time of sowing. For 
this latitude, the seeds should be sown 
thinly, as early in the spring as the ground 
can be worked, in beds of fine, sandy loam. 
Cover to the depth of about the thickness 
of the seed, and press the beds gently with 
the back of the spade to firm the earth 
around theseeds. Great care must be taken 
not to give too much water, as the young 
plants damp off very easily. Water with 
avery fine rose, but never so that the ground 
becomes soggy. Some shade must be used to protect the young plants from 
the hot, drying sun and winds, and also to keep the birds from destroying 
them. Seeds of the rarer sorts may be sown in cold-frames or boxes; if in 
cold-frames the sashes should be shaded and the frames raised at the corners 
three or four inches to allow the air to circulate freely. Keep the young 
plants well weeded, and allow them to remain from one to two years before 
transplanting. PICEA DOUGLASII. 

The propagation of Decipuous TREEs from seeds is less difficult than 
that of Evergreen species, a little attention only being required to sow at the proper season to insure 
success. AcoRNs, Hickory-NutTs, CHESTNUTS and WALNtTs should be planted in autumn, or kept during the 
winter in sand ormoss. They shrivel up by too long exposure to the air, and many of them lose their power 
of vegetating. Those seeds with hard shells, like the Locust, GymNocuLapvts, etc., should be planted in 
autumn, or placed in boxes with sand and exposed to frost before planting. They may not vegetate till the 
second year after planting, but if these seeds are received tco late in the spring to expose them to the action 
of the frost, they may be put into a vessel of hot water foran hour orso before planting. AMERICAN ELM, 
SILVER MAPLE and a few other sorts ripen their seeds early in summer, and, if gathered and planted soon 
after they fall from the tree, will make fine plants the sameseason. The seeds of other DEectpuous TREES 
and Survuss should be planted from the middle of April to the middle of May, in drills abont two feet apart 
and covered about half an inch in depth, according to size.

important, as upon this depends 

the success or failure of them. After the seeds are up, care must be taken to give them plenty of air and 
moisture, and yet not too much water, or they will ‘‘damp off.’” When the young plants are well out of the 
seed leaf, they must be transplanted to new boxes. If pots two inches or more in diameter can be had, set 
out from three to a dozen or more of the young seedlings around the edges of the pot, so that as soon as the 
ground is warm enough they may be easily turned out and planted singly, as by that time they will have 
made good roots, Where the pots cannot be had, boxes, tin cans, etc., may be substituted; or a cheap and ef- 
fective plan is to take out the inside of a potato or turnip, leaving a shell half aninch thick. After filling 
these with the compost above referred to, set out the seedlings in them, and place the whole in boxes, filling 
in the spaces between the potatoes or turnips with soil. When the plants are ready to set in the open ground, 
itis an easy matter to transplant them, and as the decay of the turnips or potatoes affords nourishment to 
the young plants, a double purpose is served in using them. 

A common mistake in sowing flower, as well as other seeds, is incovering too deep. Asa general rule, 
cover only to the depth of the thickness of the seeds, or with medium: sized seeds, like Balsams, Zinnias, etc., 
ahalf aninch or sois none too much. Such fine seeds as Portulacas need only to be pressed into the soil with 
a piece of board or the palm of the hand. Always press the earth down firmly after sowing all flower seeds, 
else there is danger of their drying up before the roots can get firm hold of the soil, Seeds of the hardier 
Annuals may be sown where they are to grow; but as arule, it is preferable to transplant, as the plants are 
generally stronger and stand the drought better. During very dry weather, and when the seedlings are first 
set out, they should be watered frequently. Provide some support for all such Annuals as require it, else 
the plants become weak and straggling, and do not make the show they otherwise would. 

The weeds should be kept down and the ground loosened often, so that the plants will receive the full 
benefit of the rains and dews, which they will not if the ground is allowed to become hard and baked. 

Seeds of Biennials and some Hardy Annuals may be sown in September in boxes, and placed in cold- 
frames. They will make strong plants by spring, and come into flower early. Do not put on the sashes until 
heavy rains and frost render this necessary, and then always remove during the day, and whenever the tem- 
perature is above freezing in winter. 


HARDY BIENNIALS (hB) and PERENNIALS (hP).—These require the same treatment as the 
Hardy Annuals. In addition to the above, both Hardy Biennials and Perennials may be sown in the open 
border in September; for if not sown until spring, the seeds of many Perennials require two years before 
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they germinate. In this case it is a good plan, at the commencement of frost, to cover them lightly with 
straw, leaves, or any dry litter, in order to afford some protection from the extreme severity of the winter. 
Assoon as the frostis out in the spring, remove the covering and loosen the surface around the plants, which, 
when large enough, may then be transplanted to the flower garden where they are to remain. 


HALF-HARDY ANNUALS (hhA).—These may be sown in shallow boxes, pots, or a hotbed, as 
directed for Hardy Annuals. They may be sown thus at any time after the middle of April, as the hotbed 
will be sufficient protection; but it is best to cover the glass with a mat or straw at night until danger of frost 
is past. In the day give all the air possible by partly or wholly removing the lights. After the end of May 
sow in the border, like Hardy Annuals. 


HALF-HARDY BIENNIALS (hhB) and HALF-HARDY PERENNIALS (hhP) require the 
sametreatment. Though plantsand their bloom are greatly forwarded by sowing the seeds early in boxes under 
cover, it may be stated that nearly all kinds of hardy and half-hardy flower seeds may be sown in the open 
border, in a warm and sunny spot as soon as the soil has become dry and warm; so that those who have no 
glass frames or greenhouses need not be without flowers. They can have them, but it will be later. 


TENDER ANNUALS, BIENNIALS and PERENNIALS.—The best method to obtain an early 
bloom of the Tender Annuals (tA), and to insure strength to the plants, is to sow the seeds in boxes or pots in 
March, placing them in a warm greenhouse, or plunging in a moderate hotbed, carefully protecting them 
from the cold, shading from the mid-day sun, and watering with a finerose. The seed should be sown in very 
light, sandy compost, and the pots well drained by placing broken pots or bits of sods in the bottom. The 
finer seeds.must not be covered more than an eighth of an inch deep, and the soil pressed down closely over 
them. Water frequently, particularly if the house or hotbed is very warm. As soon as the plants are out of 
the seed leaf, transplant into shallow boxes or small pots, and when they have acquired sufficient strength 
transplant into the flower beds; not, however, before the middle of May. 


GREENHOUSE SEEDS (g) should be sown as directed for Tender Annuals, in pans, pots or shallow 
boxes, and be kept in the house, carefully watched, slightly watered occasionally, and sheltered from the hot 
sun till strong enough to transplant. Most varieties may be sown at any season of the year. 

The smaller seeds of Greenhouse Plants are sometimes difficult to germinate, unless great care be taken 
in the mode cf sowing. Hence the supposition is produced that the seed itself is not good, whereas the fault 
is not in the seed, but in the treatment. Fine seeds of this description should be sown in leaf-mold or peat, 
with some fine sand added to it; press firmly down in the seed-pan or pot, and make perfectly level at the 
top, so that the mold may not afterward sink materially with watering. Sow the seed very thin, and cover 
very lightly with a little compost, or with silver sand. Success is more certain if a pane of glass is placed over 
the pan or box till the plants have appeared, when it should be removed. Bythis method the difficulty of start- 
ing fine seeds will beremoved. Assoonas the young plants have two leaves, they should be transplanted into 
similar compost in another pan or box. To do this, do not pull them out of the seed-pan, but break up the soil 
by running a stick or trowel under it, when the plants can be taken out with good roots. After transplanting 
they should be kept in a shady part of the greenhouse for a few days, until they are somewhat established in 
the new soil. 

There are many minute plants from the finer seeds killed by drenching with water while very young. 
One way to avoid this is to give the water by dipping a clothes-brush in water, shaking off the greater part of 
the water from the brush, aud then (holding the brush over the seed-pan) drawing the hand over the bristles 
several times, which will cause the water to be thrown on the young plants almost like dew. Some of.the 
vaporizers and atomizers (as used for perfumes) now in use are admirably adapted for watering tender young 
plants. In the first stage of their existence, plants require moisture in a minute quantity, often repeated, and 
not in such large quantities as to saturate the soilin which they are growing. 


PRIMULA CHINENSIS.—The Chinese Primroseis deservedly one of our most popular winter-blooming plants- 
For winter use, it is easily raised from good seed, if sown at the right time and properly treated. Sow the 
seed in drills, in a light, rich soil in shallow boxes at any time from the middle of March to the middle of 
May; the earliest sown seed will naturally produce the earliest bloom. Cover the seed about an eighth of an 
inch, and press the soil on them with a board or the bottom of a pot. Water moderately, avoid forcing the 
seed, and keep the young plants away from drip. The boxes may be placed in the greenhouse, or out of doors 
in a frame. As soon as the plants are well out of the seed-leaf, transplant them singly into two or two-and- 
a-half inch pots, using a light, rich soil. The object now is to make good, stocky plants, and they must there- 
fore be repotted as often as the pots become tolerably filled with roots, until they are in five or six-inch pots, 
when they may be allowed to flower. Previous to this, any flower stalks that appear must be pinched out. 
In a suitable place the plants will do better out of doors than in the greenhouse during summer. They need 
a liberal supply of water. The plants will bloom continuously during the winter in either the greenhouse or 
a well-lighted sitting-room, not too warm. 


CINERARIA.— Years ago the Cineraria was a popular plant among florists. Bedding plants crowded it 
aside, but it is now fast taking its proper place again among choice winter-blooming plants. It is, to 
be sure, a rather difficult plant to grow and bloom well if its requirements are not understood. The mistake 
generally made is in growing it in a warm house instead of acool one. The seed should be started in the 
greenhouse. For winter blooming, sow the seed in Apriland May, in shallow boxes in fine soil; drop the seed 
in shallow drills, cover, and press the earth rather firmly with a piece of board or the bottom of a pot. Set 
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the box where it will get the morning sun, but be free from drip; water moderately and carefully. The 
treatment of the seedlings should be similar to that 
given to the Chinese Primrose. As soon as the plants 
are out of the seed-leaf, transplant singly into small pots: 
in a rich soil with some vegetable mold in it. Repot as 
often as the pots become moderately filled with roots, or 
sufficiently often to prevent the roots from becoming 
pot-bound, and so avoid checking the growth. If speci- 
men plants are wanted, the repotting should becontinued 
till the plants are in pots from eight to ten inches in di- 
ameter. The last two pottings should be liberal ones, 
and drainage well provided for, as the plants will need 
copious waterings. When the flower stalks appear, ma- 
nure water may be used once or twice a week. Aphis 
and red spider are the chief enemies to be guarded 
against; and this is best done by frequent syringings or 
sprinklings overhead. The plants will do best during 
the summer out of doors, in some place where they will 
not get too much sun, and be free from the drip of trees. 
In the fall the plants should be placed in a cool green- 
house, where the temperature can be kept low and the 
air moist. The plants should be placed on a table by 
themselves, and the pots always kept far enough apart to 
prevent the leaves in one pot from touching those in the 
next. In the winter it may be necessary to smoke the 
plants with tobacco occasionally, to keep down the “ green fly,’’ or aphis; this may easily be done. 


SWEET PEAS. 


CALCEOLARIA.—The herbaceous varieties of the Calceolaria are very beautiful and popular plants. They 
should be flowered in a cool greenhouse. Theseeds are very small, and should be sown on the surface. Sow 
in shallow boxes, filled with a light, sandy soil that has been sifted. Sow moderately thick in rows on the 
surface, and cover very lightly with sifted sphagnum moss, cocoanut waste orvery light soil. Press the soil 
firmly on the seed. The watering should be done carefully; an atomizer or brush may be used to advantage. 
To retain the moisture, the box may be covered with panes of glass, which must be removed, however, as soon 
asthe plants make their appearance. The box should have plenty of light, butnotmuchsun. As soon as the 
plants can be handled, transplant singly into pots two to two-and-a-half inchesin diameter. Thesoil should 
be light aad rich, and vegetable mold is an excellent addition. Repot as often as the pots are fairly filled 
with roots, and continue the repotting, if fine flowers are wanted, till the plants are in pots eight inches in 
diameter. If the pots become root-bound the plants are apt torun prematurely into flower. Water regularly 
and abundantly to prevent drooping. As the pots increase in size, drainage must be supplied to carry off the 
surplus water. Place ina cool greenhouse in the winter, as directed for Cinerarias, and keep the pots apart 
to prevent the leaves from touching. An occasional smoking with tobacce will keep down the green fly. 


Pansy.—For spring blooming, the seed should be sown in August, September and October, in a coldframe 
with a southern aspect. Plenty of air and light are es- 
sential. During mild weather the sashes should be re- 
removed; when itis frosty, coverings are preferable to ar- 
tificial heat. If wanted for winter bloom, sow in July, and 
as soon as large enough plant on beds or benches near the 
glass in the greenhouse, in a low and even temperature. 


GERANIUMS.—The Scarlet or Horseshoe Geranium (or, 
more properly, Pelargonium), now so extensively used for 
bedding, may be easily grown from seed at any season of 
the year. If during the summer, better out of doors than 
anywhere else; but ina greenhouse or sitting-room during 
the winter. Sow the seed in pots or shallow boxes, in any 
common soil; cover about an eighth of an inch, and press 
the soil on the seed. Transplant as soon as out of the seed- 
leaf, in small pots, in a soil only moderately rich; or, if the 
seed were started out of doors, the plants may be put in the 
border. Seed sown in doors in the fall or early winter, and 
the plants grown in the greenhouse, will show flowers in 
June or July, while plants from those sown in March or 
' later will not come in to flower till August and Sep- 
— CINERARIA. tember, and some even later. Much, however, depends 

: upon the treatment, those receiving special care in pots 
: BPlooming much sooner than those turned into a border or bed. The character of the flower will depend upon 
the quality of the seed, and while many will produce bright and pretty flowers, it is only occasionally that 
iz one hich be found saficiently good to save for a name.

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EXPLANATION OF THE FLOWER SEED 
CATALOGUE. 


We have endeavored to make our flower seed department as complete in detail and easy of reference as 
possible, and instead of the usual description, have adopted a 
system of classification in columns, using simple abbreviations 
to denote the varying characteristics of the varieties in regard 
to color, time of flowering, hardiness, etc. 


The first column gives the NUMBER, by which the different 
varieties may be ordered, without writing out the whole name. 


The second column gives the BOTANICAL NAME, in Roman 
characters, and the following additional information: 

The asterisk (*) designates ornamental-leaved plants; these 
plants are grown for their foliage. 

The dash (—) designates the repetition of the name above it 
as applied to the variety to which the dash is prefixed. 

in vars. designates in varieties, or in mixed colors, 

fl. pl. designates flore pleno, or double flowered. 


The third column gives in figures the COMPARATIVE TIME OF 
FLOWERING. As itis impossible in our varied extent of climate 
to state the exact month any plant may flower in, we have 
adopted the simple plan of classing the different varieties into 
early, intermediate and late flowering sorts. Thus: 

1 designates early—blooming in spring and early summer. 
2 intermediate—blooming in midsummer. 
3 ay late—blooming in late summer and autumn. 


The fourth column gives the DURATION or CHARACTER, and 
HARDINESS. 
A represents Annual—lasting but one year, and producing flowers and seed the same season.

SHIPMENTS by Express, ‘‘C. 0. D.’’—Unless otherwise instructed, we shall send all such goods 
as go by express C. O, D. Orders from unknown customers not desiring this mode of carriage should be 
accompanied by the cash. 


WARRANTIES.—Seeds of the best possible quality will fail through improper treatment. Thus, if 
a small seed be sown so deeply that the young plant cannot reach the surface, the seed, however good, will 
fail. More faiiures result from a want of proper knowledge of conditions necessary to germination than from 
bad quality of seeds themselves. These conditions are, a proper temperature, sufficient moisture, and free 
access of air ; besides these, the soil must be in proper condition, and present no physical obstacle to the 
growth of the young plant. If heavy rains have compacted the surface of the soil, and the sun has baked 
it toa hard crust, it will be impossible, even if all other conditions are favorable, for the seedling plants to 
force their way through it, and many perish from this cause alone. Seeds differ greatly as to the tem- 
perature required for germination. Beets, Cress, Peas, etc., germinate rapidly at a temperature of 
45°; but if Melons and other seeds of that family, bush or pole Beans, and other plants of sub-tropical 
origin, are sown under the same conditions, they will be apt to decay, as for their prompt germina- 
tion they require a heat of at least 60°. For this reason many seeds fail yearly from too early sowing. ~ 
The second condition, proper moisture, is likely to be violated by an excess rather than by too little moisture. 
The proper amount is that whick a well-drained soil will naturally hold. Free access of air is all-important, 
and this is interfered with by an excess of water in the soil. In germination complex chemical changes take 
place in the seeds, in which the air performs an important part. A portion of the seed is consumed, car- 
bonic acid gas being given off in changing the starch and other constituents of the seed into nutriment to 
forward the growth of the germ or embrvo plant, which depends upon the contents of the seed until it has 
formed roots below ground and leaves above, and is able to sustain itself. Besides these conditions, affecting 
the germination of the seed, the young plants, after they have made their way to the surface, are liable to 
various accidents ; a sudden current of very cold air, or a continued drying wind, may check their growth, 
or destroy the young plants altogether. In addition, there are numerous insects, both below and above 
ground, that may attack the plants, some of these being so small that they often destroy a crop before they 
are discovered. 3

DIRECTIONS FOR THE CULTIVATION OF VEGETABLES. 


To secure a good crop of vegetables, three things at least are necessary, viz., a suitable soil, pure seed, 
and clean culture; to which may be added as equally necessary, an abundant supply of good barn-yard 
manure, supplemented, when this runs short, by artificial fertilizers. The exposure for a vegetable garden 
should be preferably south or southeast, or nearlyso. Thesoil should be naturally rich and friable, a sandy 
loam being among the best. If the soil be stiff, it should be gradually mellowed by the free use of barnyard 
manure, or, if convenient, by the addition of sand. If wet, or inclined to hold an excess of moisture, it 
should be under-drained, preferably by tile; but if possible, a location should be selected naturally dry 
and free from surface water. 


A dark-colored soil, or one supplied with a goodly portion of decayed vegetable matter, will produce the 
earliest crops. If the soil be shallow, it should be deepened gradually by plowing or spading an inch or two 
deeper each year, and not all at once by trenching or sub-soiling, unless manure and money be both abun- 
dant. A sandy soil may be greatly improved by adding more or less vegetable mold from the woods. To 
produce the best and most uniform results, the vegetable garden should have at least one foot of good, rich 
soil. The roots of large treesshould not be allowed to encroach on any part of the garden, though large 
trees, especially evergreens, sufficiently far off, afford a valuable protection on the north and west. 

Mark the garden off into squares or beds of convenient size, to facilitate the practice of a rotation of 
crops, which is an important matter. Asarule, never let the same cropor kind of vegetable occupy the 
same bed or spot two years in succession. Potatoes, onions and a few other things may form an exception 
to this rule, but it is nevertheless better to keep up rotation. Every year these beds must be warmed up by 
a liberal coat of manure, which should be thoroughly mixed with the soil. Grow everything in drills or 
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| y straight lines. Larger crops from a given surface are grown in this way, and cultivation becomes simple 
and comparatively easy. The space between the drills, and other special information, is given in the body 
of the catalogue ; the least distance is named, in order to economize space ; it might be increased in some 
cases with advantage. 


The ground should be frequently hoed to kill the weeds and keep the soil mellow; and the proper time 
-to hoe is just when the weeds appear above ground. Briefly, the proper way to kill weeds is never to let 
them grow. If the weeding be done at the time suggested, it can be mostly and quickly done by the use of 
_asharp-toothed steel rake. 


iF Where the material and conveniences are at hand, much time may be gained by starting certain kinds 
of plantsin a hot-bed, or even in a cold-frame, the latter being a very convenient thing, even on a small place. 
_ The hot-bed is chiefly intended for raising early Tomatoes, Egg-Plants, Peppers, Cabbage, Cauliflower, Let- 
tuce, etc. ; but as all these plants can now be bought cheaply of the seedsmen at the proper time, the ex- 
pense and labor of a hot-bed can, in many cases, be dispensed with, especially on small places. 


The above brief suggestions, and the special directions dispersed through the catalogue, if carefully ob- 
served, will go far toward securing early and abundant crops. 


To Prepare a Cold-Frame.—The cold-frame is simply a frame set on the ground, no bottom heat 
_ being applied. It is banked up on the outside during the winter with salt hay, straw, or coarse litter. The 
soil is prepared by forking in and thoroughly mixing to the depth of ten or twelve inches a liberal quantity 
of old, well-rotted manure. The manure of an old hot-bed is good for the purpose. The frame is prepared 
_ in the fall, and young Cabbage, Cauliflower, and Lettuce plants are set out in it in time to get well established 
_ before very cold weather. Cauliflower and Cabbage should beset down to the first leaf, and the soil made 
_ firm around the plants. The seed is usually sown in the vicinity of New York, from the 15th to the 2oth of 
_ September, but the very early kinds some eight or ten days later. The young plants will be ready to trans- 
_ plant in about twenty-five or thirty days. During cold nights and stormy days, the beds should be closely 
_ covered with the sashes, and these further protected by straw mats or shutters. Cauliflower needs more and 
_ closer protection than Cabbage, asit is rather more tender. During mild days admit air freely, the object 
_ being to keep the plants in a dormant state, without actual freezing, so that when spring comes the plants 
_ are in a forward state for setting out early crops. Seeds of Cabbage, Cauliflower, Lettuce and Radish may 
ia: be sown in a cold-frame in the spring from the last week in February to the first week in March. The frame 
_ should stand in a warm and sheltered spot, and be kept from freezing by mats or a thick covering of straw 
during cold nights. 


DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING A HOT-BED. 


In the vicinity of New York, from the first to the middle of March is quite early enough to make a hot- 
bed, and even a little later will do well enough. The time must vary according to the latitude. Provide a 
_ quantity of fresh horse manure from the stables, and add to this, if they can be had, one-third to one-half of 
_ its bulk of leaves. Mix them thoroughly, tramping down the mass in successive layers, and form intoa 
_ large pile, so that fermentation will proceed even in severely cold weather. In two or three days fermenta- 
tion will be apparent by the escape of steam from the heap. Now turn again, and allow the heap to remain 
two or three days longer, or until the second fermentation commences. Make an excavation, or pit, two- 
and-a-half feet deep, and of a size suited to the number of plants required. The pit will be better if built 
_ upofbrick. It should be made in some dry, sheltered spot, facing the south or east if possible. Hot-bed 
_ sashes are usually 6x3 feet, and one sash will generally give early plants enough for a large family. The 
frame for sashes should be eighteen inches high at the back and twelve inches in front, which will give the 
proper slope to catch the sunlight. Cross-pieces should be placed for the sashes to slide on, to facilitate 
_ opening and shutting the frames. When everything is ready, the manure is placed in the pit and trodden 
down firmly in layers to the required depth, two to two-and-a-half feet. Then put on the sashes, and keep 
_ the pit closed until the heat rises. At first it will probably be 100° or more, which is too hot to sow the seed 
in ; but in two or three days it will subside to go° or a little less, when the soil may be put on to the depth 
of six to eight inches. The heat may be readily ascertained by plunging a thermometer in the manure. 
The soil should be of well-rotted sod (or common garden soil will do), mixed with about a third of fine, old 
manure, and in this the seeds may be sown thinly in drills twoor three inches apart, and afterwards (as soon 
as out of the seed-leaf) either thinned out or else transplanted to another frame. Air must be given every 
‘mild day by raising the sashes at the back. Water with tepid water whenever necessary, and during cold 
nights and snow storms keep covered with straw mats or board shutters. Tomatoes, Peppers and Egg- 
Plants should be sown in a separate frame from the Cabbage, Cauliflower and Lettuce, as they require more 
heat than the latter. The same directions may apply to hot-beds made on the surface of the ground, except 
that the manure should be at least a foot wider on all sides than the frame.

CULTURE.—Sow the seed thinly in rows one foot apart in April or May, and keep down all weeds. To 
secure strong, healthy plants, thin out the seedlings to three 
or four inches in the rows, saving only the strongest. The 
one-year-old plants should be set out in spring, ina rich, 
sandy loam, dug eighteen inches deep, into which has been 
worked plenty of well-rotted manure. Ifa stiff clay soil is all 
that can be had, add plenty of sand and sifted coal-ashes to 
loosen it up, and also see that it is well underdrained.- In 
planting for private use, set out in beds five feet wide, three 
rows in a bed, the outer being each one foot from the edge, 
and allow twelve inches in the rows; set the plants at least 
six inches below the surface. If set out in autumn, top-dress 
with six inches of manure. For market on a large scale, set 
out 4 by 1% feet. 

Every fall a good dressing of coarse manure should be ap- 
plied after the tops have been cut, and in the spring forked 
in. Never cut too closely. The roots need the benefit of 
some foliage during the year, else they will weaken and die.

Cover with 
litter when cold weather commences, first tying 
up the leaves sothat they will occupy less space, 
and :n spring fork in a dressing of manure.

CULTURE.—As all Mangels require a deep soil in order to 
grow well, plow and subsoil at least a foot to eighteen inches, and 
apply plenty of rich stable or Thorburn’s Complete Manure.

They strip off the outer cover- 
ing, cook them whole, and serve them up artistically in that 
fashion. When cooked through and no more, such Sprouts 
melt in the mouth, like the tenderest Cauliflower, and are 
equally as good.

ounce of saltpetre and dissolve it in twelve quarts of water ; then take a short-handled whisk broom, dip it in 
the solution, and sprinkle the plants well. One application is sufficient, unless the stuff is washed off by heavy 
rains. The liquid, being perfectly clear, never colors the Cauliflower or Cabbage  heads.’’ To prevent the 
turnip flea attacking the young plants, sift fine air-slaked lime or tobacco dust over them as soon as they appear 
above the ground.

CULTURE.—Sow the seed ina light, rich, dry border as early as the ground can be worked, in drills eigh’ 
or ten inches apart, and cover the seeds about a quarter of an inch deep, rolling or treading them in if th 
ground be dry. When fairly out of the seed-leaf, they may be transplanted to another bed, or they may be 
thinned out to six or eight inches apart, and let grow until wanted to plant out in beds or trenches. The bed 
should be kept well weeded, and an occasional soaking with water in dry weather will do the plant good 
Early in July at the north, a month or six weeks later in the southern states, is the proper time to set th 
plants out in beds or trenches. Press the soil firmly against the roots. Inthe garden the better way is to s 
the plants in shallow trenches—we say shallow, for it is obviously a bad plan to remove all the good soil (a 
must be done in a deep trench) and put the plants in that whichis poor. The plants may be set ina singl 
row in a narrow trench, or the trench may be made into a bed wide enough to hold two, three or four rows 
and in this case the plants are in a compact form to be covered for the winter where they grow. This wi 
save much labor where there is no root-cellar for storage, as often happens to be the case. When grown i 
beds in this way, the rows should be one foot apart, and the plants about eight inches apart in the rows 
A bed four feet wide will take four rows of plants, leaving six inches space on the outside of the first an 
last rows. The bed should be made very rich with thorougly decomposed manure. The plants will nee 
to be earthed up two or three times ; and in doing this, care should be taken not to let the earth get into th 
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CELERY—CONTINUED. 

heart of the plant. In field culture the plants are set on the surface in rows four feet apart when the Celery 
is to be earthed up in the field for early use, and two feet 
apart when the plants are to be taken up and blanched in 
the cellar for winter use. The plants are set six inches 
apart in rows. If not grown in beds, the best way to 
store is to dig trenches in a well-drained spot in the open 
ground, one foot wide, and of a depth a few inches less 
than the height of the Celery. The plants are then 
lifted and set close together until the whole quantity is 
stored. The edges of the trench should be made sloping 
rom the tops of the plants. ‘When severe cold weather 
comes on, cover gradually with leaves, hay, or straw, 
and place boards on top. In such a trench the stalks 
will blanch perfectly, and may be taken out any time 
during winter for use or sale as required. 

The turnip-rooted, or ‘‘Knob’’ Celery, needs no 
earthing up, and may be planted in rows one foot apart.

CULTURE.—The following are for growing in hot-beds, or houses particularly con- 
structed for forcing, so that a supply can be furnished during the winter months, at 
which time the prices are very remunerative. Sow seeds in October, November of 
December, according to the time they are wanted, in small pots, in fibrous loam, light- 
ened and enriched with old manure, taking care to give plenty of air and water. 
Robustness of habit is especially valuable in winter, and therefore the soil should 
not be too light. Plunge the pots in a frame near the glass, where there is a little 
bottom heat, and keep them covered with a sheet of brown paper until the seeds 
germinate. Afterwards uncover and ventilate to insuresturdiness of habit. More seeds

CuULTURE.—Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under- benches of greenhouses or 
in sheds, wherever the temperature of 50 degrees,can be kept up through the winter. The beds should be 
made from November to February, according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, and it requires about 
two months for them to begin bearing. Secure fresh horse-dung, free from straw and litter, and mix in an 
equal bulk of loam from an old pasture with it. Keep this under cover, taking care to turn it every day to 
prevent heating, until the pile is large enough to make a bed of the required size. Three or four feet wide, 
eight inches deep, and any length desired, are the proper proportions for a bed; but these may be varied. 
Prepare the mixture of loam and manure, making the bed in layers, and pounding down each with the back of 
the spade. Leave this to heat through for a few days, and as soon as the heat subsides to go degrees, make 
holes in the bed about a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of the spawn two or three inches in 
diameter; fill up the holes with the compost, and at the expiration of a week or ten days the spawn will 
have thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread a layer of fresh soil over the heap to the depth of 
two inches, and cover with three or four inches of hay, straw or litter. Examine the bed often to see that it 
3 : does not get dry. Takespecial care, how- 
ever, when water is given, that it be ata 
_temperature of about 100 degrees. 


From experience with French and Eng- 
lish Spawn, we find there is an impor- 
tant difference between them. If the 
manure in the bed isin proper condition, 
the French spawn will take hold and 
grow fully as well as the English ; but if 
the bed is not in the right state, it will 
often rot. The English Spawn, on the 
contrary, after starting a little will re- 
main in a comparatively dormant state 
for a long time without losing vitality. 
It is well to keep these points in mind in 
ordering spawn.

In this climate the 
O’Rourke Peas, if planted from the roth to the last of August, 
will produce a fair crop for fall picking, when peas will be most 
acceptable. Hoe often, and keep the ground clean and fine. The 
tall sorts can be made to bear more freely by pinching-in. The 
dwarf varieties may be grown in beds like Bush Beans, with rows 
about the same distance apart. The holes which are sometimes 
found in Peas are caused by the Pea Weevil (Bruchus pist). This 
insect is a native of this country, but is now found nearly all over 
the world. The beetles lay their eggs on the young pods, and the 
larvee, as soon as hatched, make their way through the pods into 
the nearest Peas. They do not, as is sometimes supposed, destroy 
the germ, for Peas will grow if they are infested, but the plant is 
likely to be more feeble.

If a very early crop is desired, it will be necessary to 
sprout the Potatoes before planting. Cut the Potatoes into pieces of any size desirable, and place in a warm, 
light room from four to six weeks before required for planting in the open ground. During this time shoots will 
start, out strong and vigorous, so that, as soon as planted, they will send out roots and grow much more rapidly 
than those treated in the ordinary way. Another method is to place the sets in a hot-bed two weeks before they 
are wanted, and then lift carefully and set out on fresh horse-dung, so that the heat will cause them to start at 
once. If the Colorado potato-beetle makes its appearance, the vines must be dusted with Paris green, mixed 
with about eighty parts of plaster ; or, what is better, mix the Paris green in water, one small tablespoonful to a 
pail, and apply with asmall brushor broom. Take care tostir the mixture often, or else the Paris green will 
settle to the bottom. Two or three applications during the season will usually suffice to clea. off all the beetles.

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FORMATION OF LAWNS FROM SEED. 


In the first place, see that your ground is thoroughly drained and well prepared, sowing a¢ leasi three 
bushels of seed to the acre. 

Perhaps the best description of soil for a lawn is the stiff loam or clayey soils which predominate in so many 
districts. This ought not to be by any means too rich, as a rapid growth is not wanted in the grasses of a lawn, 
but in preparing it for laying down, let the surface be as much alike in quality as possible, and do not stint the 
quantity of seed. A little White Clover is a useful addition to the seed. A very stiff clay is no better than a 
very dry sand for resisting drought, as it is in a measure sealed up against the insertion of roots, and the 
surface contracting by the withdrawal of moisture, it is liable to crack, etc., toa great depth. Nevertheless, a 
stiff soil usually makes the best lawn. 

If your ground is in condition to raise a good crop of potatoes, it will make a good lawn; add about half 
a ton of bone dust to the acre, harrowed in before sowing the seed. The success of establishing a good lawn 
depends much on the season and the condition of the ground at the time of sowing. A very slight raking-in 
will protect the seeds much, or a sowing of wood ashes will render them distasteful to birds. Rolling, how- 
ever, is at all times indispensable. 

The best time to sow lawn grass seed is early in the spring, or about the latter part of August. We prefer 
the early spring. 

One important thing ought not to be forgotten in the preparation of the ground. Let it all have a surface 
of about six inches alike, for nothing looks worse than to see a lawn grow all in patches. One exception, how- 
ever, may be mentioned, and that is, if there be any steep slopes facing the south, or other exposed places, let 
the earth on them be better and deeper than on the ground level, as they are more liable to burn out. When 
the grass becomes well established, it should be frequently cut. The oftener you mow, the finer your grass 
will be. 

It is proper here to observe that no lawn can be maintained long in good order without successive rollings. 
Mowing alone will not secure a good bottom without that compression which the roller tends to give. The 
rolling should be done in the spring, before the ground becomes dry. 


To Grass A BANK OR TERRACE. For each square rod, take a pound of lawn grass seed and mix it thor- 
oughly with six cubic feet of good, dry garden loam. Place in a tub, and add liquid manure, diluted with 
about two-thirds of water, so as to bring the whole to the consistency of mortar. The slope must be made 
perfectly smooth, and then well watered, after which the paste should be applied, and made as even and as 
thin as possible.

STANDARD VARIETIES INTRODUCED IN 1889. 


The following five varieties were first introduced in 1889. 
Since then, the reports on and orders for these wonderful 
wheats which we have received from all parts of this country 
and Europe indicate that their peculiar merits are recognized 
and our expectations of them justified.

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TREE AND SHRUB SEEDS. 


HOW TO GROW THEM. 


In order to preserve seeds of CONIFERS and other EVERGREEN TREES, it is best to keep them in perfectly 


dry sand until the time of sowing. For this latitude, the seeds 
should be sown thinly, as early in the spring as the ground can be 
worked, in beds of fine, sandy loam. Cover to the depth of about 
the thickness of the seed, and rress the beds gently with the back 
of the spade to firm the earth around theseeds. Great care must 
be taken not to give too much water, as the young plants damp 
off very easily. Water with a very fine rose, but never sothat the 
ground becomes soggy. Some shade must be used to protect the 
young plants from the hot, drying sun and winds, and also to keep 
she birds from destroying them. Seeds of the rarer sorts may be 
town in cold-frames or boxes; if in cold-frames the sashes should 
be shaded and the frames raised at the corners three or four inches 
to allow the air to circulate freely. Keep the young plants well

weeded, and allow them to remain from one totwo years before transplanting. 
The propagation of DEcIDUOUS TREEs from seeds is less difficult than that of 
Evergreen species, a little attention only being required to sow at the proper season 
to insure success. ACORNS, HICKORY-NuTS, CHESTNUTS and WALNUTS should be 
planted in autumn, or kept during the winter in sand or moss. 
too long exposure to the air, and many of them lose their power of vegetating. Those 
seeds with hard shells, like the Locust, GYMNOCLADUS, etc., should be planted in 
autumn, or placed in boxes with sand and exposed to frost before planting. They 
may not vegetate till the second year after planting, but if these seeds are received 
too late in the spring to expose them to the action of the frost, they may be put into 
a vessel of hot water for an hour or so before planting. AMERICAN ELM, SILVER 
MAPLE, and a few other sorts ripen their seeds early in summer, and if gathered 
and planted soon after they fall from the tree, will make fine plants the same 
The seeds of other DECIDUOUS TREES and SHRUBs should be planted from

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FLOWER SEEDS. 


PRACTICAL DIRECTIONS FOR CULTURE, TREATMENT, ETC. 


HARDY ANNUALS (hA).—Sow in April or May, according to the latitude, in shallow boxes or pots 
placed in a warm window, a hotbed, or, if possible, in a 
greenhouse. A second sowing ought to be made from two 
to four weeks after, for a succession, as well as to provide 
against failure the first time. For sowing seeds in, there 
is nothing better than shallow boxes from two to three 
inches deep, and of any convenient size. The most suit- 
able soil in which to sow seeds of all the smaller kinds is 
a very fine, rich, sandy loam; if some fine charcoal can 
be mixed with it, it will be beneficial. The soil from old 
hotbeds is excellent, or sods from an old pasture, piled up 
and allowed to rot for two or three years, and then mixed 
with a little old stable manure and sand. The selection 
of a proper soil in which to sow fine seeds is very im- 
portant, as upon this depends the success or failure of 
them. After the seeds are up, care must be taken to give 
them plenty of air and moisture, and yet not too much 
water, or they will ‘‘damp off.”’ When the young plants 
are well out of the seed leaf, they must be transplanted to 
new boxes. If pots two inches or more in diameter can 
be had, set out from three to a dozen or more of the young 
seedlings around the edges of the pot, so that as soon as 
the ground is warm enough they may be easily turned out 
and planted singly, as by that time they will have made 
good roots. Where the pots cannot be had, boxes, tin 
cans, etc., may be substituted ; or a cheap and effective 
plan is to take out the inside of a potato or turnip, leaving a shell half an inch thick. After filling these with the 
compost above referred to, set out the seedlings in them, and place the whole in boxes, filling in the spaces 
between the potatoes or turnips with soil. When the plants are ready to set in the open ground, it is an 
easy matter to transplant them, and as the decay of the turnips or potatoes affords nourishment to the young 
plants, a double purpose is served in using them. 

A common mistake in sowing flower as well as other seeds, is in covering too deep. Asa general rule, 
cover only to the depth of the thickness of the seeds, or with medium-sized seeds, like Balsams, Zinnias, etc., 
ahalfan inch or sois nonetoo much. Such fine seeds as Portulacas need only to be pressed into the soil with 
a piece of board or the palm of the hand. Always press the earth down firmly after sowing all flower seeds, 
else there is danger of their drying up before the roots can get firm hold of the soil. Seeds of the hardier 
Annuals may be sown where they are to grow; but asarule, it is preferable to transplant, as the plants are 
generally stronger and stand the drought better. During very dry weather, and when the seedlings are first 
Set out, they should be watered frequently. Provide some support for all such Annuals as require it, else the 
plants become weak and straggling, and do not make the show they otherwise would. 

The weeds should be kept down and the ground loosened often, so that the plants will receive the full 
benefit of the rains and dews, which they will not if the ground is allowed to become hard and baked. 

' Seeds of Biennials and some Hardy Annuals may be sown in September in boxes, and placed in cold- 
frames. They will make strong plants by spring, and come into flower early. Do not put on the sashes until 
heavy rains and frost render this necessary, and then always remove during the day, and whenever the 
temperature is above freezing in winter. 


HARDY BIENNIALS (hB) and PERENNIALS (hP).—These require the same treatment as the 

Hardy Annuals. In addition to the above, both Hardy Biennials and Perennials may be sown in the open 

_ border in September ; for if not sown until spring, the seeds of many Perennials require two years before 

_ they germinate. In this case it is a good plan, at the commencement of frost, to cover them lightly with straw, 

_ leaves, or any dry litter, in order to afford some protection from the extreme severity of the winter. As soon 

_ asthe frost is out in the spring, remove the covering and loosen the surface around the plants, which, when 
large enough, may then be transplanted to the flower garden where they are to remain. 
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HALF-HARDY ANNUALS (hhA).—These may be sown in shallow boxes, pots, or a hotbed, a 
directed for Hardy Annuals. They may be sown thus at any time after the middle of April, as the hotbed 
will be sufficient protection ; but it is best to cover the glass with a mat or straw at night until danger of frost 
is past. In the day give all the air possible by partly or wholly removing the lights. After the end of May sow 
in the border, like Hardy Annuals. 


HALF-HARDY BIENNIALS (hhB) and HALF-HARDY PERENNIALS (hbhP) require th 
same treatment. Though plants and their bloom are greatly forwarded by sowing the seeds early in boxes 
under cover, it may be stated that nearly all kinds of hardy and half-hardy flower seeds may be sown in the 
open border in a warm and sunny spot, as soon as the soil has become dry and warm; so that those who have _ 
no glass frames or greenhouses need not be without flowers. They can have them, but it will be later. 


TENDER ANNUALS, BIENNIALS and PERENNIALS. — The best method to obtain an carly 
bloom of the Tender Annuals (tA), and to insure strength to the plants, is to sow the seeds in boxes or pots in “ 
March, placing them in a warm greenhouse, or plunging in a moderate hotbed, carefully protecting them from — 
the cold, shading from the mid-day sun, and watering with a fine rose. The seed should be sown in very light, — 
sandy compost, and the pots well drained by placing broken pots or bits of sods in the bottom. The finer seeds 
must not be covered more than an eighth of an inch deep, and the soil pressed down closely over them. Water 
frequently, particularly if the house or hotbed is very warm. As soon as the plants are out of the seed leaf 
transplant into shallow boxes or small pots, and when they have acquired sufficient strength transplant into the 
flower beds; not, however, before the middle of May. 


GREENHOUSE SEEDS (g) should be sown as directed for Tender Annuals, in pans, pots or shallow — 
boxes, and be kept in the house, carefully watched, slightly watered occasionally, and sheltered from the hot — 
sun till strong enough to transplant. Most varieties may be sown at any season of the year. 

The smaller seeds of Greenhouse Plants are sometimes difficult to germinate, unless great care be taken in © 
the mode of sowing. Hence the supposition is produced that the seed itself is not good, whereas the fault is not — 
in the seed, but in the treatment. Fine seeds of this description should be sown in leaf-mold or peat, with some — 
fine sand added to it; press firmly down in the seed-pan or pot, and make perfectly level at the top, so that the — 
mold may not afterward sink materially with watering. Sow the seed very thin, and cover very lightly with a — 
little compost, or with silver sand. Success is more certain ifa pane of glass is placed over the pan or box till 
the plants have appeared, when it should be removed. By this method the difficulty of starting fine seeds will © 
be removed. As soon as the young plants have two leaves, they should be transplanted into similar compost in — 
another pan or box. To do this, do not pull them out of the seed-pan, but break up the soil by running a stick 
or trowel under it, when the plants can be taken out with good roots. After transplanting they should be kept © 
in a shady part of the greenhouse for a few days, until they are somewhat established in the new soil. 

There are many minute plants from the finer seeds killed by drenching with water while very young. 
One way to avoid this is to give the water by dipping a clothes-brush in water, shaking off the greater part of © 
the water from the brush, and then (holding the brush over the seed-pan) drawing the hand over the bristles » 
several times, which will cause the water to be thrown on the young plants almost like dew. Some of the 

vaporizers and atomizers (as used for perfumes) now in use are admirably adapted for watering tender young | 
plants. Inthe first stage of their existence, plants require moisture in a minute quantity, often repeated, and 
not in such Jarge quantities as to saturate the soil in which they are growing. 


PRIMULA CHINENSIS.—The Chinese Primrose is deservedly one of our most popular winter-blooming 
plants. For winter use, it is easily raised from good seed, if sown at the right time and properly treated. Sow © 
the seed in drills, in a light, rich soil, in shallow boxes at any time from the middle of March to the middle of 
May; the earliest sown seed will naturally produce the earliest bloom. Cover the seeds about an eighth of an 
inch, and press the soil on them with a board or the bottom of a poc. Water moderately, avoid forcing the seed, 
and keep the young plants away from drip. The boxes may be placed in the greenhouse, or out of doors ina 
frame. As soon as the plants are well out of the seed-leaf, transplant them singly into two or two-and-a-half 
inch pots, using a light, rich soil. The object now is to make good, stocky plants, and they must therefore be 
repotted as often as the pots become tolerably filled with roots, until they are in five or six-inch pots, when they 
may be allowed to flower. Previous to this, any flower stalks that appear must be pinched out. Ina suitable © 
place the plants will do better out of doors than in the greenhouse during summer. They need a liberal supply 
of water. The plants will bloom continuously during the winter in either the greenhouse or a well-lighted 
sitting-room, not too warm. | 


CINERARIA.—Years ago the Cineraria was a popular plant among florists. Bedding plants crowded it 
aside, but it is now fast taking its proper place again among choice winter-blooming plants. It is, to be sure, 
a rather difficult plant to grow and bloom well if its requirements are not understood. The mistake generally 
made is in growing it in a warm house instead of a cool one. The seed should be started in the greenhouse. 
For winter blooming, sow the seed in April and May, in shallow boxes, in fine soil; drop the seed in shallow 
drills, cover, and press the earth rather firmly with a piece of board or the bottom of a pot. Set the box 
where it will get the morning sun, but be free from drip; water moderately and carefully. The treatment of | 
the seedlings should be similar to that given to the Chinese Primrose. As soon as the plants are out of the seed: | 
leaf, transplant singly into small pots, in a rich soil with some vegetable mold init. Repot as often as the pots © 
become moderately filled with roots, or sufficiently often to prevent the roots from becoming pot-bound, and so — 
avoid checking the growth. If specimen plants are wanted, the repotting should be continued till the plants” 
are in pots from eight to ten inches in diameter. The last two pottings should be liberal ones, and drainage” 
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well provided for, as the plants will need copious waterings. When the flower stalks appear, manure water 
may be used once or twice a

In the fall the 
plants should be placed in a 
cool greenhouse, where the tem- 
perature can be kept low and 
theairmoist. The plants should 
be placed on a table by them- 
selves, and the pots always kept 
_ far enough apart to prevent the 

leaves in one pot from touching 
those inthe next. In the winter 
it may be necessary to smoke 
the plants with tobacco occa- 
sionally, to keep down the 
“sgreen fly,’’ or aphis; this may easily be done. 


PANSIES, 


CALCEOLARIA.—The herbaceous varieties of the Calceolaria are very beautiful and popular plants. They 
should be flowered in a cool greenhouse. The seeds are very small, and should be sown on the surface. Sow 
in shallow boxes, filled with a light, sandy soil that has been sifted. Sow moderately thick in rows on the 
surface, and cover very lightly with sifted sphagnum moss, cocoanut waste or very light soil. Press the soil 
firmly on the seed. The watering should be done carefully ; an atomizer or brush may be used to advantage. 
To retain the moisture, the box may be covered with panes of glass, which must be removed, however, as soon 
as the plants make their appearance. The box should have plenty of light, but not much sun. As soon as the 
plants can be handled, transplant singly into pots two to two-and-a-half inches in diameter. The soil should be 
light and rich, and vegetable mold is an excellent addition. Repot as often as the pots are fairly filled with roots, 
and continue the repotting, if fine flowers are wanted, till the plants are in pots eight inches in diameter. Ifthe 
pots become root-bound the plants are apt to run prematurely into flower. Water regularly and abundantly to 
prevent drooping. As the pots increase in size, drainage must be supplied to carry off the surplus water. 
Place in a coo/ greenhouse in the winter, as directed for Cinerarias, and keep the pots apart to prevent the 
leaves from touching. An occasional smoking with tobacco will keep down the green fly. 


Pansy.—For spring blooming, the seed should be sown in August, September and October, in a coldframe 
with a southern aspect. Pienty of air and light are essential. During mild weather the sashes should be re- 
moved ; when it is frosty, coverings are preferable to artificial heat. If wanted for winter bloom, sow in July, 
and as soon as large enough plant on beds or benches near the glass in the greenhouse, in a low and even 
temperature. 


GERANIUMS.—The Scarlet or Horseshoe Geranium (or, more properly, Pelargonium), now so extensively 
used for bedding, may be easily grown from seed at any season of the year. If during the summer, better out 
of doors than anywhere else; but in a greenhouse or sitting-room during the winter. Sow the seed in pots or 
shallow boxes, in any common soil; cover about an eighth of an inch, and press the soil on the seed. Trans- 
plant as soon as out of the seed-leaf, in small pots, in a soil only moderately rich; or, if the seed were started 
out of doors, the plants may be put in the border. Seed sown in-doors in the fall or early winter, and the 
plants grown in the greenhouse, will show flowers in June or July, while plants from those sown in March or 
later will not come into flower till August and September, and some even later. Much, however, depends 
upon the treatment, those receiving special care in pots blooming much sooner than those turned into a border 
or bed. The character of the flower will depend upon the quality of the seed, and while many will produce 
bright and pretty flowers, it is only occasionally that one will be found sufficiently good to save for a name.

WARRANTIES.—Seeds of the best possible quality will fail through improper treatment. Thus, if 
a small seed be sown so deeply that the young plant cannot reach the surface, the seed, however good, will 
fail. More failures result from a want of proper knowledge of conditions necessary to germination than from > 
bad quality of seeds themselves. These conditions are, a proper temperature, sufficient moisture, and free 
access of air; besides these, the soil must be in proper condition, and present no physical obstacle to the — 
growth of the young plant. If heavy rains have compacted the surface of the soil, and the sun has baked - 
it toa hard crust, it will be impossible, even if all other conditions are favorable, for the seedling plants to | 
force their way through it, and many perish from this cause alone. Seeds differ greatly as to the tem- 
perature required for germination. Beets, Cress, Peas, etc., germinate rapidly at a temperature of 
45°; but if Melons and other seeds of that family, bush or pole Beans, and other plants of sub-tropical | 
origin, are sown under the same conditions, they will be apt to decay, as for their prompt germina- 
tion they require a heat of at least 60°. For this reason many seeds fail yearly from too early sowing. 
The second condition, proper moisture, is likely to be violated by an excess rather than by too little moisture. | 
The proper amount is that which a well-drained soil will naturally hold. Free access of air is all-important, 
and this is interfered with by an excess of water in the soil. In germination complex chemical changes take. 
place in the seeds, in which the air performs an important part. A portion of the seed is consumed, car- 
bonic acid gas being given off in changing the starch and other constituents of the seed into nutriment to 
forward the growth of the germ or embryo plan, which depends upon the contents of the seed until it has 
formed roots below ground and leaves above, and is able to sustain itself. Besides these conditions, affecting 
the germination of the seed, the youne plants, after they have made their way to the surface, are liable to 
various accidents ; a sudden current of very cold air, or a continued drying wind, may check their growth, 
or destroy the young plants altogether. In addition, there are numerous insects, both below and above 
ground, that may attack the plants, some of these being so small that they often destroy a crop before they 
are discovered. \

DIRECTIONS FOR THE CULTIVATION OF VEGETABLES. 


To secure a good crop of vegetables, three things at least are necessary, viz., a suitable soil, pure seed, | 
and clean culture; to which may be added as equally necessary, an abundant supply of good barn-yard | 
manure, supplemented, when this runs short, by artificial fertilizers. The exposure for a vegetable garden | 
should be preferably south or southeast, or nearly so, Thesoil should be naturally rich and friable, a sandy 
loam being among the best. If the soil be stiff, it should be gradually mellowed by the free use of barnyard 
manure, or, if convenient, by the addition of sand. If wet, or inclined to hold an excess of moisture, it) 
should be under-drained, preferably by tile; but if possibie, a location should be selected naturally dry 


and free from surface water. 


A dark-colored soil, or one supplied with a goodly portion of decayed vegetable matter, will produce the 
earliest crops. If the soil be shallow, it should be deepened gradually by plowing or spading an inch or two” 
deeper each year, and not all at once by trenching or sub-soiling, unless manure and money be both abun- 
dant. A sandy soil may be greatly improved by adding more or less vegetable mould from the woods. To 
produce the best and most uniform results, the vegetable garden should have at least one foot of good, rich 
soil. The roots of large trees should not be allowed to encroach on any part of the garden, though large 
trees, especially evergreens, sufficiently far off, afford a valuable protection on the north and west. | 

Mark the garden off into squares or beds of convenient size, to facilitate the practice of a rotation of 
crops, which is an important matter. Asarule, never let the same crop or kind of vegetable occupy th 
same bed or spot two years in succession. Potatoes, onions and a few other things may form an exception 
to this rule, but it is nevertheless better to keep up rotation. Every year these beds must be warmed up by 
a liberal coat of manure, which should be thoroughly mixed with the soil. Grow everything in drills or

ight lines. Larger crops from a given surface are grown in this way, and cultivation becomes simple 
nd Be bacatively easy. The space between the drills, and other special information, is given in the body 
ibe catalogue ; the least distance is named, in order to economize space ; it might be increased in some 
es with advantage. 


‘The ground should be frequently hoed to kill the weeds and keep the soil mellow ; and the proper time 
hoe is just when the weeds appear above ground. Briefly, the proper way to kill weeds is never to let 
a 21 grow. If the weeding be done at the time suggested, it can be mostly and quickly done by the use of 
_sharp-toothed steel rake. 

s Where the material and conveniences are at hand, much time may be gained by starting certain kinds 
f plants in a hot-bed, or even in a cold-frame, the lavas being a very convenient thing, even on a small place. 

The hot-bed is chiefly intended for raising early Tomatoes, Egg-Plants, Peppers, Cabbage, Cauliflower, Let- 
ce, etc. ; but as all these plants can now be bought cheaply of the seedsmen at the proper time, the ex-

_ The above brief suggestions, and the special directions dispersed through the catalogue, if carefully ob- 
ved, will go far toward securing early and abundant crops. 
To Prepare a Cold-Frame.—The cold-frame is simply a frame set on.the’ ground, no bottom heat 
| Bis applied. It is banked up on the outside during the winter with salt hay, straw, or coarse litter. The 
oil is prepared by forking in and thoroughly mixing to the depth of ten or twelve inches a liberal quantity 
fold, well-rotted manure. The manure of an old hot-bed is good for the purpose. The frame is prepared 
‘n the fall, and young Cabbage, Cauliflower, and Lettuce plants are set out in it in time to get well established 
»efore very cold weather. Cauliflower and Cabbage should beset down to the first leaf, and the soil made 
irm around the plants. The seed is usually sown in the vicinity of New York, from the r5th to the 2oth of 
eptember, but the very early kinds some eight or ten days later. The young plants will be ready to trans- 
la ot in about twenty-five or thirty days. During cold nights and stormy days, the beds should be closely 
ered with the sashes, and these further protected by straw mats or shutters. Cauliflower needs more and 
er protection than Cabbage, as it is rather more tender. During mild days admit air freely, the object 
beth to keep the plants in a dormant state, without actual freezing, so that when spring comes the plants 
ie in a forward state for setting out early crops. Seeds of Cabbage, Cauliflower, Lettuce and Radish may 
é sown in a cold-frame in the spring from the last week in February to the first week in March. The frame 
| hould stand in a warm and sheltered spot, and be kept from freezing by mats or a thick covering of straw 
uring cold nights. 


DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING A HOT-BED. 


In the vicinity of New York, from the first to the middle of March is quite early enough to make a hot- 
od, and even a little later will do well enough. The time must vary according to the latitude. Provide a 
antity of fresh horse manure from the stables, and add to this, if they can be had, one-third to one-half of 
is bulk of leaves. Mix them thoroughly, tramping down the mass in successive layers,‘and form into a 
tge pile, so that fermentation will proceed even in severely cold weather. In two or three days fermenta- 
on will be apparent by the escape of steam from the heap. Now turn again, and allow the heap to remain 
0 or three days longer, or until the second fermentation commences. Make an excavation, or pit, two- 
nd-a-half feet deep, and of a size suited to the number of plants required. The pit will be better if built 
pof brick. It should be made in some dry, sheltered spot, facing the south or east if possible. Hot-bed 
sashes are usually 6x3 feet, and one sash will generally give early plants enough for a large family. The 
frame for sashes should be eighteen inches high at the back and twelve inches in front, which will give the 
oper slope to catch the sunlight. Cross-pieces should be placed for the sashes to slide on, to facilitate 
ening and shutting the frames. When everything is ready, the manure is placed in the pit and trodden 
wn firmly in layers to the required depth, two to two-and-a-half feet. Then put on the sashes, and keep 
3 pit closed until the heat rises. At first it will probably be 100° or more, which is too hot to sow the seed 
. but in two or three days it will subside to go° or a little less, when the soil may be put on to the depth 
Six to eight inches. The heat may be readily ascertained by plunging a thermometer in the manure. 
ie soil should be of well-rotted sod (or common garden soil will do), mixed with about a third of fine, old 
lure, and in this the seeds may be sown thinly in drills two or three inches apart, and afterwards (as soon 
mut of the seed-leaf) either thinned out or else transplanted to another frame. Air must be given every - 
d day by raising the sashes at the back. Water with tepid water whenever necessary, and during cold 
ghts and snow storms keep covered with straw mats or board shutters! Tomatoes, Peppers and Egg- 
its should be sown in a separate frame from the Cabbage, Cauliflower and Lettuce, as they require more 
than the latter. The same directions may apply to hot-beds made on the surface of the ground, except 
the manure should be at least a foot wider on all sides than the frame.

‘Not the least valuable point connected with the Brussels 
Sprouts is that it is as hardy as the common Curled Greens. 
|The common Cabbage is hardy enough in a young state, but 
'when full grown and hearted, frost soon destroys the largest 
theads, which rot and fall to pieces. Not so the Brussels 
Sprouts ; being small and hard, it is not in the least affected 
by frost. The real Sprout is not much larger than a marble, 
and as firm and hard almost as the stalk itself. These are 
the sorts which cooks prefer. They strip off the outer cover- 
ing, cook them whole, and serve them up artistically in that 
fashion. When cooked through and no more, such Sprouts 
melt in the mouth, like the tenderest Cauliflower, and are 
equally as good. If more widely known, the Brussels Sprouts 
would be as popular as they are valuable ; few people appre- 
ciate them at their full worth.

CuULTURE.—Sow the seed in a light, rich, dry border as early as the ground can be worked, in drills eight 
or ten inches apart, and cover the seeds about a quarter of aninch deep, rolling 6r treading them in if the 
ground be dry. When fairly out of the seed-leaf, they may be transplanted to another bed, or they may be 
shined out to six or eight inches apart, and let grow until wanted to plant out in beds ortrenches. The beds 
should be kept well weeded, and an occasional soaking with water in dry weather will do the plants good. 
Early in July at the north, a month or six weeks later in the southern states, is the proper time to set the plants 
‘ut in beds or trenches. Press the soil firmly against the roots. In the garden the better way is to set the 
ts in shallow trenches—we say shallow, for it is obviously a bad plan to remove all the good soil (as must 
9e done in a deep trench) and put the plants in that which is poor. The plants may be set in a single row ina 
ow trench, or the trench may be made into a bed wide enough to hold two, three or four rows, and in this 
ase the plants are in a compact form to be covered for the winter where they grow. This will save much labor 
where there is no root-cellar for storage, as often happens to be the case. When grown in beds in this way, the 
should be one foot apart, and the plants about eight inches apart in the rows. A bed four feet wide 
ltake four rows of plants, leaving six inches space on the outside of the first and last rows. The bed 
juld be made very rich with thoroughly decomposed manure. The plants will need to be earthed up two 
three times ; and in doing this, care should be taken not to let the earth get into the heart of the plant. In

CULTURE.—The following are for growing in hot-beds, or houses particularly 
constructed for forcing, so that a supply can be furnished during the winter months, 
at which time the prices are very remunerative. Sow seeds in October, November or 
December, according to the time they are wanted, in small pots, in fibrous loam, 
lightened and enriched with old manure, taking care to give plenty of air and water. 
Robustness of habit is especially valuable in winter, and therefore the soil should 
not be too light. Plunge the pots in a frame near the glass, where there is a little 
bottom heat, and keep them covered with a sheet of brown paper until the seeds 
germinate. Afterwards uncover and ventilate to insure sturdiness of habit. More 
seeds should be planted than the number of plants required, as some may fail to grow,

The blanch- 
ing may be done by placing a couple of boards over the rows 
thus: A. This excludes the light and improves the greens, 
rendering them far superior to those growing wild in the 
grass without cultivation, which are almost sure to be bitter, 
and are often unsightly and tough.

CULTURE.—Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches of green-houses or 
in sheds, wherever the temperature of 50 degrees can be kept up through the winter. The beds should be 
made from November to February, according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, and it requires about 
two months for them to begin bearing. Secure fresh horse-dung, free from straw and litter, and mix to an 
equal bulk of loam from an old pasture with it. Keep this under cover, taking care toturn it every day to 
prevent heating, until the pile is large enough to make a bed of the required size. Three or four feet wide, 
eight inches deep, and any length desired, are the proper proportions for a bed; but these may be varied. 
Prepare the mixture of loam and manure, making the bed in layers, and pounding down each with the back of 
the spade. Leave this to heat through for a few days, and as soon as the heat subsides to 90 degrees, make 
holes in the bed about a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of the spawn two or three inches in 
diameter; fili up the holes with the compost, and at the expiration of a week or ten days the spawn will 
have thcroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread a layer of fresh soil over the heap to the depth of 
two inches, and cover with three or four inches of hay, straw or litter. Examine the bed often to see that it 
does not get dry. Take special care, how- Gite

) planted from the roth to the last of August, will 
#W produce a fair crop for fall picking, when Peas 
will be most acceptable. Hoe often, and keep 
the ground clean and fine. The tallsorts can 
be made to bear more freely by pinching-in. 
The dwarf varieties may be grown in beds like 
Bush Beans, with rows about the same distance 
apart. The holes which are sometimes found 
in Peas are caused by the Pea Weevil (Bruchus 
/ pisi). This insect is a native of this country, 
but, as usual with such pests, has spread rapidly, 
and is now found nearly all over the world. 
The beetles lay their eggs on the young pods, 
and the larve, as soon as hatched, make their 
way through the pods into the nearest Peas. 
They do not, as is sometimes supposed, de- 
stroy the germ, for Peas will grow if they are 
infested, but the plant is likely to be more 
feeble, and for this reason will not produce as 
large a crop as if free from the weevil.

Another method is to place the 
sets in a hot-bed two weeks before they are wanted, and then lift carefully and set out on fresh horse-dung, so 
that the heat will cause them to start at once. If the Colorado Potato-beetle makes its appearance, the vines 
must be dusted with Paris green, mixed with about eighty parts of plaster; or, what is better, mix the Paris 
green in water, one small tablespoonful to a pail, and apply with a small brush or broom. Take care tostir the 
mixture often, or else the Paris green will settle to the bottom. Two or three applications during the season - 
will usually suffice to clean off all the beetles.

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FORMATION OF LAWNS FROM SEED. 


In the first place, see that your ground is thoroughly drained and well prepared, sowing a# Jeast thir. 
bushels of seed to the acre. 


Perhaps the best description of soil 
for alawn is the stiff loam or clayey soils 
which predominate in so many districts, 
This ought not to be by any means too 
rich, asa rapid growth is not wanted in 
the grasses of alawn, but in preparing it 
for laying down, let the surface be as 
much alike in quality as possible, and do 
not stint the quantity of seed. A little 
White Clover is a useful addition to the 
seed. A very stiff clay is no better than 
a very dry sand for resisting drought, 
as it is in a measure sealed up against 
the insertion of roots, and, the surface 
contracting by the withdrawal of mois- 
ture, it is liable to crack, etc., to a great 
depth. Nevertheless, a stiff soil usually 
makes the best lawn. 


If your ground is in condition to raise 

a good crop of potatoes, it will make a 
good lawn; add about half a ton of bone 
dust to the acre, harrowed in before 
sowing the seed. The success of estab 
‘ lishing a good lawn depends much on 

the season and the condition of the ground at the time of sowing. A very slight raking-in will protect th 
seeds much, or a sowing of wood ashes will render them distasteful to birds. Rolling, however, is at all times 
indispensable. 


The best time to sow lawn grass seed is early in the spring, or about the latter part of August. We prefer 
the early spring. 

One important thing ought not to be forgotten in the preparation of the ground. Let it all have a surface 
of about six inches alike, for nothing looks worse than to see a lawn grow all in patches. One exception, how 
ever, may be mentioned, and that is, if there be any steep slopes facing the south, or other exposed places, le 
the earth on them be better and deeper than on the ground level, as they are more liable to burn out. When 
the grass becomes well established, it should be frequently cut. The oftener you mow, the finer and softer 
your grass will be. 


It is proper here to observe that no lawn can be maintained long in good order without successive rollin. 
Mowing alone will not secure a good bottom without that compression which the roller tends to give. 
rolling should be done in the spring, before the ground becomes dry. 


To GRASS A BANK OR TERRACE.—For each square rod, take a pound of lawn grass seed and mix it thor- 
oughly with six cubic feet of good, dry garden loam. Place in a tub, and add liquid manure, diluted wit 
about two-thirds of water, so as bring the whole to the consistency gf mortar. The slope must be made 
perfectly smooth, and then well watered, after which the paste should be applied, and made as even and as 
‘thin as possible.

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TREE AND SHRUB SEEDS. 


HOW TO GROW THEM. 


In order to preserve seeds of ConiFERS and other EVERGREEN TREES, it is best to keep them in perfectly 
dry sand until the time of sowing. For this latitude, the seeds 
should be sown thinly, as early in the spring as the ground can be 
worked, in beds of fine, sandy loam. Cover to the depth of about 
the thickness of the seed, and press the beds gently with the back 
of the spade to firm the earth around the seeds. Great care must 
be taken not to give too much water, as the young plants damp 
off very easily. Water with a very fine rose, but never so that the 
ground becomes soggy. Some shace must be used to protect the 
young plants from the hot, drying sun and winds, and also to keep 
the birds from destroying them. Seeds of the rarer sorts may be 
sown in cold-frames or boxes ; ifin cold-frames the sashes should be 
shaded and the frames raised at the corners three or four inches to 
allow the air to circulate freely. Keep the young plants well 
weeded, and allow them to remain from one to two years before transplanting. 

The propagation of DEcIDUOUS TREES from seeds is less difficult than that of 
Evergreen species, a little attention only being required to sow at the proper season 
toinsure success. ACORNS, HicKorY-NuUTS, CHESTNUTS and WALNUTS should be 
planted in autumn, or kept during the winter insand or moss. They shrivel up by 
too long exposure to the air, and many of them lose their power of vegetating. Those 
seeds with hard shells, like the Locust, GYMNOCLADUS, etc., should be planted in 
autumn, or placed in boxes with sand and exposed to frost before planting. They 
may not vegetate till the second year after planting, but if these seeds are received 
too late in the spring to expose them to the action of the frost, they may be put into 
a vessel of hot water for an hour or so before planting. AMERICAN ELM, SILVER 
MAPLE, and a few other sorts ripen their seeds early in summer, and if gathered 
and planted soon after they fall from the tree, will make fine plants the same 
season. The seeds of other DEcIDUOUS TREEs and SHRUBS should be planted from 
e middle of April to the middle of May, in drills about two feet apart and covered about half an inch in 
‘pth, according to size.

PRACTICAL DIRECTIONS FOR CULTURE, TREATMENT, ETC. 


HARDY ANNUALS (hA).—Sow in April or May, according to the latitude, in shallow boxes or pots 
placed ina warm window, a hotbed, or, if possible, 
in a greenhouse. A second sowing ought to be 
made from two to four weeks after, for a succes- 
sion, as well as to provide against failure the first 
time. For sowing seeds in, there is nothing better 
than shallow boxes from two to three inches deep, 
and of any convenient size. The most suitable 
soil in which to sow seeds of all the smaller kinds 
is a very fine, rich, sandy loam ; if some fine char- 
coal can be mixed with it, it will be beneficial. 
The soil from old hotbeds is excellent, or sods from 
an old pasture, piled up and allowed to rot for two 
or three years, and then mixed with a little old 
stable-manureand sand. Theselectionofa proper 
soil in which to sow fine seeds is very important, as 
upon this depends the success or failure of them. 
After the seeds are up, care must be taken to give 
them plenty of air and moisture, and yet not too 
much water, or they will ‘‘ damp off.’’ When the 
young plants are well out of the seed leaf, they 
must be transplanted to new boxes. If pots two 
inches or more in diameter can be had, set out from 
three to a dozen or more of the young seedlings 
along the edges of the pot, so that as soon as the 
ground is warm enough they may be easily turned 
out and planted singly, as by that time they will 
have made good roots. Where the pots cannot be 
had, boxes, tin cans, etc., may be substituted ; ora 
cheap and effective plan is to take out the inside of 
a potato or turnip, leaving a shell half an inch 
thick. After filling these with the compost above 
referred to, set out the seedlings in them, and place 
the whole in boxes, filling in the spaces between the 
JULES CHRETIEN DAHLIA. ; potatoes or turnips with soil. When the plants are 


ready to set in the open ground, it is an easy matter to transplant them, and as the decay of the turnips or 
potatoes affords nourishment to the young plants, a double purpose is served in using them. 


A common mistake in sowing flower as well as other seeds, is in covering too deep. As a general rule, 
cover only to the depth of the thickness of the seeds, or with medium-sized seeds, like Balsams, Zinnias, etc., 
a half an inch or so is none too much. Such fine seeds as Portulacas need only to be pressed into the soil with 
a piece of board or the palm of the hand. Always press the earth down firmly after sowing all flower seeds, 
else there is danger of their drying up before the roots can get firm hold of the soil. Seeds of the hardier 
Annuals may be sown where they are to grow; but as a rule, it is preferable to transplant, as the plants are 
generally stronger and stand the drought better. During very dry weather, and when the seedlings are first 
set out, they should be watered frequently. Provide some support for all such Annuals as require it, else the 


plants become weak and straggling, and do not make the show they otherwise would. 


The weeds should be kept down and the ground loosened often, so that the plants will receive the full 
benefit of the rains and dews, which they will not if the ground is allowed to become hard and baked. 


Seeds of Biennials and some hardy Annuals may be sown in September in boxes, and placed in cold- 


“frames. They will make strong plants by spring, and come into flower early. Do not put on the sashes until 


* 


heavy rains and frost render this necessary, and then always remove during the day, and whenever the tem- 
perature is above freezing in winter. 
HARDY BIENNIALS (hB) and PERENNIALS (hP).—These require the same treatment as the 


Hardy Annuals. In addition to the above, both Hardy Biennials and Perennials may be sown in the open 


border in September ; for if not sown until spring, the seeds of many Perennials require two years before they

germinate. In this case it is a good plan, at the commencement of frost, to cover them lightly with straw, 
leaves, or any dry litter, in order to afford some protection from the extreme severity of the winter. As soon 
as the frost is out in the spring, remove the covering and loosen the surface around the plants, which, when — 
large enough, may then be transplanted to the flower garden where they are to remain. 


HAL#-HARDY ANNUALS (hhA).—These may be sown in shallow boxes, pots, or a hotbed, aa 
‘directed for Hardy Annuals. They may be sown thus at any time after the middle of April, as the hotbed 
will be sufficient protection; but it is best to cover the glass with a mat or straw at night until danger of frost 
is past. In the day give all the air possible by partly or wholly removing the lights. After the end of May sow 
.in the border, like Hardy Annuals. 


HALF-HARDY BIENNIALS (bhB) and HALE -HARDY PERENNIALS (bhP) require the 
same treatment. Though plants and their bloom are greatly forwarded by sowing the seeds early in boxes 
‘under cover, it may be stated that nearly all kinds of hardy and half-hardy flower seeds may be sown in the 
“open border in a warm and sunny spot, as soon as the soil has become dry and warm; so that those who have > 
<no glass frames or greenhouses need not be without flowers. They can have them, but it will be later. ' 


TENDER ANNUALS, BIENNIALS and PERENNIALS. — The best method to obtain an early 
ibloom of the Tender Annuals (tA), and to insure strength to the plants, is to sow the seeds in boxes or pots in — 
‘March, placing them in a warm greenhouse, or plunging in a moderate hotbed, carefully protecting them from 
the cold, shading from the mid-day sun, and watering with a fine rose. The seed should be sown in very light, 
sandy compost, and the pots well drained by placing broken pots or bits of sods in the bottom. The finer seeds — 
must not be covered more than an eighth of an inch deep, and the soil pressed down closely over them. Water 
frequently, particularly if the house or hotbed is very warm. As soon as the plants are out of the seed leaf, |) 
‘transplant into shallow boxes or small pots, and when they have acquired sufficient strength transplant into the © 
‘flower beds; not, however, before the middle of May. 


GREENHOUSE SEEDS (g) should be sown as directed for Tender Annuals, in pans, pots or shallow 
‘boxes, and be kept in the house, carefully watched, slightly watered occasionally, and sheltered from the hot 
~sun till strong enough to transplant. Most varieties may be sown at any season of the year. 
The smaller seeds of Greenhouse Plants are sometimes difficult to germinate, unless great care be taken in 
~the mode of sowing. Hence the supposition is produced that the seed itself is not good, whereas the fault is not 
"jn theseed, butinthe treatment. Fine seeds of this description should be sown in leaf-mould or peat, with some 
fine sand added to it ; press firmly down in the seed-pan or pot, and make perfectly level at the top, so that the.» 
mould may not afterward sink materially with watering. Sow the seed very thin, and cover very lightly witha 
little compost, or with silver sand. Success is more certain ifa pane of glass is placed over the pan or box till 
the plants have appeared, when it should be removed. By this method the difficulty of starting fine seeds wil 

“be removed. As soon as the young plants have two leaves, they should be transplanted into similar compost in 
another pan.or box. To do this, do not pull them out of the seed-pan, but break up the soil by running a stick 
or trowel under it, when the plants can be taken out with good roots. After transplanting they should be kept 
in a shady part of the greenhouse for a few days, until they are somewhat established in the new soil. 

There.are many minute plants from the finer seeds killed by drenching with water while very young. 
‘One way to.avoid this is to give the water by dipping a clothes-brush in water, shaking off the greater part of 
-the. water from the brush, and then (holding the brush over the seed-pan) drawing the hand over the bristles 
-several times, which will cause the water to be thrown on the young plants almost like dew. Some of the 
vaporizers and atomizers (as used for perfumes) now in use are admirably adapted for watering tender young 
\plants. Inthe first stage of their existence, plants require moisture in a minute quantity, often repeated, and 
‘not in such Jarge quantities as to saturate the soil in which they are growing.

PRIMULA CHINENSIS.—The Chinese Primrose is deservedly one of our most popular winter-blooming 
plants. For winter use, it is easily raised from good seed, if sown at the right time and properly treated. Sow 
the seed in drills, in a light, rich soil, in shallow boxes at any time from the middle of March to the middle of 
May ; the earliest sown seed will naturally produce the earliest bloom. Cover the seeds about an eighth of an 
inch, and press the soil on tnem with a board or the bottom of a poc. Water moderately, avoid forcing the seed, 
-and keep the young plants away from drip. The boxes may be placed in the greenhouse, or out of doors ina 
‘frame. As soon as the plants are well out of the seed-leaf, transplant them singly into two or two-and-a-half 
inch pots, using a light, rich soil. The object now is to make good, stocky plants, and they must therefore be 
-repotted as often as the pots become tolerably filled with roots, until they are in five or six-inch pots, when they 
-may be allowed to flower. Previous to this, any flower stalks that appear must be pinched out. In a suitable 
-place the plants will do better out of doors than in the greenhouse during summer. They need a liberal supply 
of water. The plants will bloom continuously during the winter in either the greenhouse or a well-lighted 
sitting-room, not too warm. 


CINERARIA.—Years ago the Cineraria was a popular plant among florists. Bedding plants crowded it~ 
-aside, but it is now fast taking its proper place again among choice winter-blooming plants. It is, to be sure, 
a rather dificult plant to grow and bloom well if its requirements are not understood. The mistake generally 
made is in growing it in a warm house instead of a cool one. The seed should be started in the greenhouse. ~ 
For winter blooming, sow the seed in April and May, in shallow boxes, in fine soil; drop the seed in shallow ~ 
drills, cover, and press the earth rather firmly with a piece of board or the bottom of a pot. Set the box — 
‘where it will get the morning sun, but be free from drip; water moderately and carefully. The treatment of 
ithe seedlings should be similar to that given to the Chinese Primrose. As soon as the plants are out of the seed- 
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deaf, transplant singly into small pots, in a rich soil with some vegetable mould init. Repot as often as the pots 
become moderately filled with roots, or sufficiently often to prevent the roots from becoming pot-bound, and so 
avoid checking the growth. If specimen plants are wanted, the repotting should be continued till the plants 
are in pots from eight to teninches in diameter. The last two pottings should be liberal ones, and drainage 
well provided for, as the plants will need copious waterings. When the flower stalks appear, manure water 
may be used once or twice a 
week. Aphis and red spider are 
the chief enemies to be guarded 
against; and this is best done 
by frequent syringings or 
sprinklings overhead. The 
plants will do best during the 
summer out of doors, in some 
place where they will not get 
too much sun, and be free from 
‘the drip of trees. In the fall the 
plants should be placed in a 
cool greenhouse, where the tem- 
perature can be kept low and 
the air moist. The plantsshould 
_be placed on a table by them- 
selves, and the pots always kept 
far enough apart to prevent the 
leaves in one pot from touching 
those in the next. In the winter 
it may be ‘necessary to smoke 
the plants with tobacco occa- 
sionally, to deep down the 
“green fly,’’ or aphis; this may easily be done. 

CALCEOLARIA.—The herbaceous varieties of the Calceolaria are very beautiful and popular plants. They 
should be flowered in a cool greenhouse. The seeds are very small, and should be sown on the surface. Sow 
in shallow boxes, filled with a light, sandy soil that has been sifted. Sow moderately thick in rows on the 
surface, and cover very lightly with sifted sphagnum moss, cocoanut waste or very light soil. Press the soil 
| firmly on the seed. The watering should be done carefully ; an atomizer or brush may be used to advantage. 

To retain the moisture, the box may be covered with panes of glass, which must be removed, however, as soon 
as the plants make their appearance. The box should have plenty of light, but not much sun. As soon as the 
plants can be handled, transplant singly into pots two to two-and-a-half inches in diameter. The soil should be 
light and rich, and vegetable mould is an excellent addition. Repot as often as the pots are ‘fairly filled with 
_ roots, and continue the repotting, if fine flowers are wanted, till the plants are in pots eight inches in diameter. 
If the pots become root-bound the plants are apt to run prematurely into flower. Water regularly and abun- 
‘dantly to prevent drooping. As the pots increase in size, drainage must be supplied to.carry off the surplus 
water. Place ina cool greenhouse in the winter, as directed for Cinerarias, and keep the pots apart to prevent 
the leaves from touching. An occasional smoking with tobacco will keep down the green fly. 


PANSY.—For spring blooming, the seed should be sown in August, September and October, in a coldframe 
with a southern aspect. Plenty of air and light are essential. During mild weather the sashes should be re- 
moved ; when it is frosty, coverings are preferable to artificial heat. If wanted for winter bloom, sow in July, 
and as soon as large enough plant on beds or benches near the glass in the greenhouse, in a low and even 
temperature. 


PANSIES, 


GERANIUMS.—The Scarlet or Horseshoe Geranium (or, more properly, Pelargonium), now so extensively 
used for bedding, may be easily grown from seed at any season of the year. If during the summer, better out 
of doors than anywhere else; but in a greenhouse or sitting-room during the winter. Sow the seed in pots or 
shallow boxes, in any common soil; cover about an eighth of aninch, and press the soil on the seed. Trans- 
plant as soon as out of the seed-leaf, in small pots, in a soil only moderately rich; or, if the seeds were started 
out of doors, the plants may be put inthe border. Seed sown in-doors inthe fall or early winter, and the 
plants grown in the greenhouse, will show flowers in June or July, while plants from those sown in March or 
later will not come into flower till August and September, and some even later. Much, however, depends 
upon the treatment, those receiving special care in pots blooming much sooner than those turned into a border 
or bed. The character of the flower will depend upon the quality of the seed, and while many will produce 
bright and pretty flowers, it is only occasionally that one will be found sufficiently good to save for a name, 
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EXPLANATION OF THE FLOWER SEED

WARRANTIES.—Seeds of the best possible quality will fail through improper treatment. Thus, if 
asmall seed be sown so deeply that the young plant cannot reach the surface, the seed, however good, will 
fail. More failures result from a want of proper knowledge of conditions necessary to germination than 
from bad quality of seeds themselves. These conditions are, a proper temperature, sufficient moisture, and 
free access of air; besides these, the soil must be in proper condition, and present no physical obstacle to 
the growth of the young plant. If heavy rains have compacted the surface of the soil, and the sun has 
baked it toa hard crust, it will be impossible, even if all other conditions are favorable, for the seedling 
plants to force their way through it, and many perish from this cause alone. Seeds differ greatly as to the 
temperature required for germination. Beets, Cress, Peas, etc., germinate rapidly at a temperature of 
45°; but if Melons and other seeds of that family, bush or pole Beans, and other plants of sub-tropical 
origin, are sown under the same conditions, they will be apt to decay, as for their prompt germination they 
require a heat of at least 60°. For this reason many seeds fail yearly from too early sowing. The second 
condition, proper moisture, is likely to be violated by an excess rather than by too little moisture. The 
proper amount is that which a well-drained soil will naturally hold. Free access of air is all-important, 
and this is interfered with by an excess of water in the soil. In germination complex chemical changes take 
place in the seeds, in which the air performs an important part. A portion of the seed is consumed, 
carbonic acid gas being given off in changing the starch and other constituents of the seed into nutriment 
to forward the growth of the germ or embryo plant, which depends upon the contents of the seed until it 
has formed roots below ground and leaves above, and is able to sustain itself. Besides these conditions, 
affecting the germination of the seed, the young plants, after they have made their way to the surface, are 
liable to various accidents ; asudden current of very cold air, or acontinued drying wind, may check their 
growth, or destroy the young plants altogether. In addition, there are numerous insects, both below and 
above ground, that may attack the plants, some of these being so small that they often destroy a crop 


before they are discovered.

DIRECTIONS FOR THE CULTIVATION OF VEGETABLES. 


To secure a good crop of vegetables, three things at least are necessary ; viz., a suitable soil, pure 
seed, and clean culture; to which may be added as equally necessary, an abundant supply of good barn- 
yard-manure, supplemented, when this runs short, by artificial fertilizers. The exposure for a vegetable 
garden should be preferably south or southeast, or nearly so. The soil should be naturally rich and friable, 
asandy loam being among the best. If the soil be stiff, it should be gradually mellowed by the free use of 
barnyard-manure, or, if convenient, by the addition of sand. If wet, or inclined to hold an excess of © 
moisture, it should be under-drained, preferably by tile; but if possible, a location should be selected 
naturally dry and free from surface water. 


A dark-colored soil, or one supplied with a goodly portion of decayed vegetable matter, will produce 
the earliest crops. If the soil be shallow, it should be deepened gradually by plowirg or spading an inch 
or two deeper each year, and not all at once by trenching or sub-soiling, unless manure and money both be 
abundant. A sandy soil may be greatly improved by adding more or less vegetable mould from the woods. 
To produce the best and most uniform results, the vegetable garden should have at least one foot of good, 
rich soil. The roots of large trees should not be allowed to encroach on any part of the garden, though ~ 
large trees, especially evergreens, sufficiently far off, afford a valuable protection on the north and west. | 


Mark the garden off into squares or beds of convenient size, to facilitate the practice of a rotation of 
crops, which is an important matter. Asa rule, never let the samecrop or kind of vegetable occupy the 
same bed or spot two years in succession. Potatoes, onions and a few other things may form an exception 5 . 
to this rule, but it is nevertheless better to keep up rotation. Every year these beds must be warmed up 4 
by a liberal coat of manure, which should be thoroughly mixed with the soil. _Grow everything in drillsor 
straight lines. Larger crops from a given surface are grown in this way, and cultivation becomes simple 
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_ and comparatively easy. The space between the drills, and other special information, is given in the body 
_of the catalogue ; the least distance is named, in order to economize space ; it might be increased in some 
cases with advantage. 


The ground should be frequently hoed to kill the weeds and keep the soil mellow ; and the proper time 
to hoe is just when the weeds appear above ground. Briefly, the proper way to kill weeds is never to let 
them grow. If the weeding be done at the time suggested, it can be mostly and quickly done by the use of 
a sharp-toothed steel rake. 


Where the material and conveniences are at hand, much time may be gained by starting certain kinds 
of plants in a hot-bed, or even in a cold-frame, the latter being a very convenient thing, even on a small 
place. The hot-bed is chiefly intended for raising early Tomatoes, Egg-Plants, Peppers, Cabbage, Cauli- 
flower, Lettuce, etc., but as all these plants can now be bought cheaply of the seedsmen at the proper time, 
the expense and labor of a hot-bed can, in many cases, be dispensed with, especially on small places. 


The above brief suggestions, and the special directions dispersed through the catalogue, if carefully 
observed, will go far toward securing early and abundant crops. 


To Prepare a Cold-Frame.—The cold-frame is simply a frame set on the ground, no bottom heat being 
applied. It is banked up on the outside during the winter with salt hay, straw or coarse litter. The soil 
is prepared by forking in and thoroughly mixing to the depth of ten or twelve inches a liberal quantity of 
old, well-rotted manure. The manure of an old hot-bed is good for the purpose. The frame is prepared 
in the fall, and young Cabbage, Cauliflower and Lettuce plants are set out in it in time to get well established 
before very cold weather. Cauliflower and Cabbage.should be set down to the first leaf, and the soil made 
firm around the plants. The seed is usually sown, in the vicinity of New York, from the 15th to the 2oth 
_ of September, but the very early kinds some eight or ten days later. The young plants will be ready to 
transplant in about twenty-five or thirty days. During cold nights and stormy days, the beds should be 
closely covered with the sashes, and these further protected by straw mats or shutters. Cauliflower needs 
more and closer protection than Cabbage, as it is rather more tender. During mild days admit air freely, 
the object being to keep the plants in a dormant state, without actual freezing, so that when spring comes 
the plants are in a forward state for setting out early crops. Seeds of Cabbage, Cauliflower, Lettuce and 
Radish may be sown in a cold-frame in the spring from the last week in February to the first week in March. 
The frame should stand in a warm and sheltered spot, and be kept from freezing by mats or a thick covering 
of straw during cold nights. 


DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING A HOT-BED. 


In the vicinity of New York, from the first to the middle of March is quite early enough to make a 
hot-bed, and even a little later will do well enough. The time must vary according to the latitude. Pro- 
_ vide a quantity of fresh horse-manure from the stables, and add to this, if they can be had, one-third to 
one-half of its bulk of leaves. Mix them thoroughly, tramping down the mass in successive layers, and 
- form intoa large pile, so that fermentation will proceed even in severely cold weather. In two or three 
days fermentation will be apparent by the escape of steam from the heap. Now turn again, and allow the 
heap to remain two or three days longer, or until the second fermentation commences. Make an excavation 
or pit two-and-a-half feet deep, and of a size suited to the number of plants required. The pit will be 
better if built up of brick. It should be made in some dry, sheltered spot, facing the south or east, if 
possible. MHot-bed sashes are usually 6x 3 feet, and one sash will generally give early plants enough for a 
_lirge family. The frame for sashes should be eighteen inches high at the back and twelve inches in front, 
which will give the proper slope to catch the sunlight.

| the pit and trodden down firmly in layers to the required depth, two to two-and-a-half feet. Then put on 
| the sashes, and keep the pit closed until the heat rises. At first it will probably be 100° or more, which is

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Be put on to the depth of six to eight inches. The heat may be readily ascertained by plunging a thermom- 
eter in the manure. The soil should be of well-rotted sod (or common garden soil will do), mixed with 
| about a third of fine, old manure, and in this the seeds may be sown thinly in drills two or three inches 
| apart, and afterwards (as soon as out of the seed-leaf) either thinned out or else transplanted to another 
frame. Air must be given every mild day by raising the sashes at the back. Water with tepid water 
Whenever necessary, and during cold nights and snow storms keep covered with straw mats or board 
shutters. Tomatoes, Peppers and Egg-Plants should be sown in a separate frame from the Cabbage, 
_ Cauliflower and Lettuce, as they require more heat than the latter. The same directions may apply to 
_ ict-beds made on the surface of the ground, except that the manure should be at least a foot wider on 
all sides than the frame.

CuULTURE.—Soil for Cabbage should be rich and heavy loam, with good drainage. On such a soil, with an 
abundance of stable or Thorburn’s Complete

CuLTURE.—Sow the seed in a light, rich, dry border, as early as the ground can be worked, in drills eight 
or ten inches apart, and cover the seeds about a quarter 
of an inch deep, rolling or treading them in if the ground 
be dry. When fairly out of the seed-leaf, they may be 
transplanted to another bed, or they may be thinned out 
to six or eight inches apart, and let grow until wanted to 
plant out in beds or trenches. The beds should he kept 
well weeded, and an occasional soaking with water in dry 
weather will do the plants good. Early in July at the 
north, a month or six weeks later in the southern states, 
isthe proper time toset the plants out in beds or trenches. 
Press the soil firmly against the roots. In the garden the 
better way is toset the plants in shallow trenches—we 
say shallow, for it is obviously a bad plan to remove all 
the good soil (as must be done in a deep trench) and put 
the plantsin that whichis poor. The plants may be setin 
a single row in a narrow trench, or the trench may be 
made into a bed wide enough to hold two, three or four 
rows, and in this case the plants are in a compact form to 
be covered for the winter where they grow. This will 
save much labor where there is no root-cellar for storage, 
as often happens to be the case. When grown in beds in 
this way, the rows should be one foot apart, and the plants 
about eight inches apart in the rows. A bed four fzet wide will take four rows of plants, leaving six inches 
space on the outside of the first and last rows. The bed should be made very rich with thoroughly decomposed 
manure. Theplants will need to be earthed up twoor three times ; and in doing this, care should be taken 
not to let the earth get into the heart of the plant. In field culture the plants are set on the surface in rows four 
feet apart when the Celery is to be earthed up in the field for early use, and two feet apart when the plants are 
to be taken up and blanched in the cellar for winter use. The plants are set six inches apart in rows. If not 
grown in beds, the best way to store is to dig trenches in a well-drained spot in the open ground, one foot wide, 
and of a depth a few inches less than the height of the Celery. The plants are then lifted and set close together 
until the whole quantity is stored. The edges of the trench should be made sloping from the tops of the plants. 
When severe cold weather comes on, cover gradually with leaves, hay or straw, and place boards on top. In 
such a trench the stalks will blanch perfectly, and may be taken out any time during winter for use or sale as 
required. The turnip-rooted, or ‘‘ Knob’’ Celery, needs no earthing up, and may be planted in rows one foot 
apart.

readily transplanted with a gain of about six 
weeks before they can be sown in the open 
ground. Plant out in rich soil when danger of 
frost is over, or they may be protected by hand 
glasses, or even by a paper held down at the 
corners with a handful of earth. For general 
crops, sow in the open ground as soon as the 
weather is settled and warm, and again every 
two weeks for a succession. For pickles, sow 
from the middle of June to the first week in 
July. Sod-land, turned over in the fall, is the 
best for them. Plant in hills four feet apart, 
putting a shovelful of well-rotted manure in 
each hill.

CULTURE.—The following are for growing in hotbeds, or houses particularly 
constructed for forcing, so that a supply can be furnished during the winter months, 
at which time the prices are very remunerative. Sow seeds in October, November or 
December, according to the time they are wanted, in small pots, in fibrous loam, 
lightened and enriched with old manure, taking care to give plenty of air and water. 
Robustness of habitis especially valuable in winter, and therefore the soil should 
not be too light. Plunge the pots ina frame near the glass, where there isa little 
bottom heat, and keep them covered with a sheet of brown paper until the seeds 
germinate. Afterwards uncover and ventilate to insure sturdiness of habit. More 
seeds should be planted than the number of plants required, as some may fail to grow,

and others that germinate may be weaklings. Nonebut strong plants should be employed. It will be necessary 
to fertilize the pistillate flowers with the staminate, in order to render the vines productive, as, owing to the 
absence of insects, they will not produce a crop under glass the same as in the open ground.

CULTURE.—The Dandelion is a hardy perennial plant, 
and one of the most desirable early spring salads. Sow in 
early spring, in drills half an inch deep and eighteen 
inches apart; thin out the plants to twelve inches. Keep 
clear of weeds during the summer, and the ensuing spring 
the leaves will be fit tocut. They are best, however, when 
blanched, which makes them tender, and destroys to some 
extent their bitter taste without in any way impairing the 
qualities which make them desirable as greens. -The blanch- 
ing may be done by placing a couple of boards over the rows 
thus: A. This excludes the light and improves the greens, 
rendering them far superior to those growing wild in the 
grass without cultivation, which are almost sure to be bitter, 
and are often unsightly and tough.

CuLTURE.—Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches of green-houses or 
in sheds, wherever the temperature of 50 degrees can be kept up through the winter. The beds should be 
made from November to February, according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, and it requires about 
two months for them to begin bearing. Secure fresh horse-dung, free from straw and litter, and mix to an 
equal bulk of loam from an old pasture with it. Keep this under cover, taking care to turn it every day to 
prevent heating, until the pile is large enough to make a bed of the required size. Three or four feet wide, 
eight inches deep, and any length desired, are the proper proportions for a bed; but these may be varied. 
Prepare the mixture of loam and manure, making the bed in layers, and pounding down each with the back of 
_ thespade. Leave this to heat through for a few days, and as soon as the heat subsides to 90 degrees, make 
holes in the bed about a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of the spawn two or three inches in 
diametcr; fill up the holes with the compost, and at the expiration of a week or ten days the spawn will 
have thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread a layer of fresh soil over the heap to the depth of 
two inches, and cover with three or four inches of hay, straw or litter. Examine the bed often to see that it 
does net get dry. Take special care, how- it t= 
ever, when water is given, that it be at a 
temperature of about 100 degrees.

If the Colorado potato-beetle makes its appearance, the vines 
must be dusted with Paris green, mixed with about eighty parts of plaster ; or, what is better, mix the Paris 
green in water, one small tablespoonful to a pail, and apply with a small brush or broom. Take care to stir 
the mixture often, or else the Paris green will settle to the bottom. Twoor three applications during the season 
will usually suffice to clean off all the beetles.

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FORMATION OF LAWNS FROM SEED. 


In the first place, see that your ground is thoroughly drained and well prepared, sowing a/ /east three 
bushels of seed to the acre. 


Perhaps the best description of soil 
for a lawn is the stiff loam or clayey soil 
which predominates in so many districts. 
This ought not to be by any means too 
rich, as a rapid growth is not wanted in 
the grasses of a lawn, but in preparing it 
for laying down, let the surface be as 
much alike in quality as possible, and do 
not stint the quantity of seed. AA little 
White Clover isa useful addition to the 
seed. A very stiff clay is no better than 
a very dry sand for resisting drought, 
as it is in a measure sealed up against 
the insertion of roots, and, the surface 
contracting by the withdrawal of mois- 
ture, it is liable to crack, etc., toa great 
depth. Nevertheless, a stiff soil usually 
makes the best lawn. 

If your ground is in condition to raise 
a good crop of potatoes, it will make a 
good lawn; add about half a ton of bone dust to the acre, harrowed in before sowing the seed. The success of 
establishing a good Jawn depends much on the season and the condition of the ground at the time of sowing. 
A very slight raking-in will protect the seeds much, or a sowing of wood ashes will render them distasteful to. 
birds. Rolling, however, is at all times indispensable. 

The best time to sow lawn grass seed is early in the spring, or about the latter part of August. We prefer 
the early spring. 

One important thing ought not to-be forgotten in the preparation of the ground. Let it all have a surface 
of about six inches alike, for nothing looks worse than to see a Jawn grow all in patches. One exception, how- 
ever, may be mentioned, and that is, if there be any steep slopes facing the south, or other exposed places, let 
the earth on them be better and deeper than on the ground level, as they are more liable to burn out. When 
the grass becomes well established, it should be frequently cut. The oftener you mow, the finer and softer 
your grass will be. 

It is proper here to observe that no lawn can be maintained long in good order without successive rollings. 
Mowing alone will not secure a good bottom without that compression which the roller tends to give. The 
rolling should be done in the spring, before the ground becomes dry. 

To Grass A BANK OR TERRACE.—For each square rod, take a pound of lawn grass seed and mix it thor- 
oughly with six cubic feet of good, dry garden loam. Place in a tub, and add liquid manure, diluted with 
about two-thirds of water, so as to bring the whole to the consistency of mortar. The slope must be made 
perfectly smooth, and then well watered, after which the paste should be applied, and made as even and as, 
thin as possible.

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TREE AND SHRUB SEEDS. 


HOW TO GROW THEM. 

In order to preserve seeds of CONIFERS and other EVERGREEN TREES, it is best to keep them in perfectly 
dry sand until the time of sowing. For this latitude, the seeds 
should be sown thinly, as early in the spring as the ground can be 
worked, in beds of fine, sandy loam. Cover to the depth of about 
the thickness of the seed, and press the beds gently with the back 
of the spade to firm the earth around the seeds. Great care must 
be taken not to give too much water, as the young plants damp 
off very easily. Water with a very fine rose, but never so that the 
ground becomes soggy. Some shade must be used to protect the 
young plants from the hot, drying sun and winds, and also to keep 
the birds from destroying them. Seeds of the rarer sorts may be 
sown in coldframes or boxes ; if in coldframes the sashes should be 
shaded and the frames raised at the corners three or four inches to 
allow the air to circulate freely. Keep the young plants well 
weeded, amd allow them to remain from one to two years before transplanting. 

The propagation of DEcipuoUS TREEs from seeds is less difficult than that of 
Evergreen species, a little attention only being required to sow at the proper season 
to insure success. ACORNS, HICKORY-NuUTS, CHESTNUTS and WALNuTs should be 
planted in autumn, or kept during the winter in sand or moss. They shrivel up by 
too long exposure to the air, and many of them lose their power of vegetating. Those 
seeds with hard shells, like the Locust, GYMNOCLADUS, etc., should be planted in 
autumn or placed in boxes with sand, and exposed to frost before planting. They 
may not vegetate till the second year after planting, but if these seeds are received 
too late in the spring to expose them to the action of the frost, they may be put into 
a vessel of hot water for an hour or so before planting. AMERICAN ELM, SILVER 
MAPLE, and a few other sorts ripen their seeds early in summer, and if gathered 
and planted soon after they fall from the tree, will make fine plants the same 
season. The seeds of other DECIDUOUS TREES and SHRUBS should be planted from 
the middle of April to the middle of May, in drills about two feet apart and covered about half an inch in 
depth, according to size.

PRACTICAL DIRECTIONS FOR CULTURE, TREATMENT, ETC. 


HARDY ANNUALS (hA).—Sow in April or May, according to the latitude, in shallow boxes or pots 
AX placed in a warm window, a hotbed, or, if possible, ina 

greenhouse. A second sowing ought to be made from 
two to four weeks after, for a succession, as well as to 
provide against failure the first time. For sowing seeds 
in, there is nothing better than shallow boxes from two 
to three inches deep, and of any convenient size. The 
most suitable soil in which to sow seeds of all the smaller 
kinds is a very fine, rich, sandy loam; if some fine char- 
coal can be mixed with it, it will be beneficial. The soil 
from old hotbeds is excellent, or sods from an old pasture, 
piled up and allowed to rot for two or three years, and 
then mixed with a little old stable-manure and sand. The 
selection of a proper soil in which to sow fine seeds is 
very important, as upon this depends the success or failure 
of them. After the seeds are up, care must be taken to 
\\ give them plenty of air and moisture, and yet not too 
“’ much water, or they will ‘‘damp off.’? When the young 
plants are well out of the seed-leaf, they must be trans- 
planted to new boxes. If pots two inches or more in 
diameter can be had, set out from three to a dozen or 
more of the young seedlings along the edges of the pot, 
so that as soon as the ground is warm enough they 
may be easily turned out and planted singly, as by 
that time they will have made good roots. Where the 
pots cannot be had, boxes, tin cans, etc., may be sub. 
stituted ; or a cheap and effective plan is to take out the 
inside of a potato or turnip, leaving a shell half an inch 
thick. After filling these with the compost above referred 
to, set out the seedlings in them, and place the whole in 
boxes, filling in the spaces between the potatoes or turnips 
with soil. When the plants are ready to set in the open 
ground, it is an easy matter to transplant them, and as 
the decay of the turnips or potatoes affords nourishment 
to the young plants, a double purpose is served in using 
them. Treatedin this way, the seedlings receive no check 

Ber arin nit Ti ake EES in growth, and require none of the extra care in watering 

or shading necessary with other methods. 


A common mistake in sowing flower as well as other seeds, is in covering too deep. As a general rule, 
cover only to the depth of the thickness of the seeds, or with medium-sized seeds, like Balsams, Zinnias, etc., 
a half an inch or so is none too much. Such fine seeds as Portulacas need only to be pressed into the soil with 
a piece of board or the palm of the hand. Always press the earth down firmly after sowing all flower seeds, 
else there is danger of their drying up before the roots can get firm hold of the soil. Seeds of the hardier 
Annuals may be sown where they are to grow; but asaruleit is preferable to transplant, as the plants are 
generally stronger and stand the drought better. During very dry weather, and when the seedlings are first 
set out, they should be watered frequently. Provide some support for allsuch Annuals as require it, else the 
plants become weak and straggling, and do not make the show they otherwise would. 

The weeds should be kept down and the ground loosened often, so that the plants will receive the full 
benefit of the rains and dews, which they will not if the ground is allowed to become hard and baked. 


Seeds of Biennials and some hardy Annuals may be sown in September in boxes, and placed in cold- 
| frames. They will make strong plants by spring, and come into flower early. Do not put on the sashes until 

heavy rains and frost render this necessary, and then always remove during the day, and whenever the tem- 

perature is above freezing in winter. 

HARDY BIENNIALS (hB) and PERENNIALS (hP).—These require the same treatment as the 
Hardy Annuals. In addition to the above, both Hardy Biennials and Perennials may be sown in the open 
. in September; for if not sown until spring, the seeds of many Perennials require two years before they 
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germinate. In this case it is a good plan, at the commencement of frost, to cover them lightly with straw, 
leaves, or any dry litter, in order to afford some protection from the extreme severity of the winter. As soon 
as the frost is out in the spring, remove the covering and loosen the surface around the plants, which, when 
large enough, may then be transplanted to the flower garden where they are to remain. 


HALF-HARDY ANNUALS (hhA). These may be sown in shallow boxes, pots, or a hotbed, as 
directed for Hardy Annuals. They may be sown thus at any time after the middle of April, as the hotbed 
will be sufficient protection ; but it is best to cover the glass with a mat or straw at night until danger of frost 
is past. In the day give all the air possible by partly or wholly removing the lights. After the end of May sow 
in the border, like Hardy Annuals. 


HALF-HARDY BIENNIALS (bhB) and HALF-HARDY PERENNIALS (hbP) require the 
same treatment. Though plants and their bloom are greatly forwarded by sowing the seeds early in boxes 
under cover, it may be stated that nearly all kinds of hardy and half-hardy flower seeds may be sown in the 
open border in a warm and sunny spot, as soon as the soil has become dry and warm; so that those who have 
no glass frames or greenhouses need not be without flowers. They can have them, but it will be later. 


TENDER ANNUALS, BIENNIALS and PERENNIALS.—The best method to obtain an early bloom 
of the Tender Annuals (tA), and to insure strength to the plants, is to sow the seeds in boxes or pots in March, 
placing them in a warm greenhouse, or plunging in a moderate hotbed, carefully protecting them from the cold, 
shading from the mid-day sun, and watering with a fine rose. The seed should be sown in very light, sandy 
compost, and the pots well drained by placing broken pots or bits of sods inthe bottom. The finer seeds must 
not be covered more than an eighth of an inch deep, and the soil pressed down closely over them. Water 
frequently, particularly if the house or hotbed is very warm. As soon as the plants are out of the seed-leaf, 
transplant into shallow boxes or small pots, and when they have acquired sufficient strength transplant into the 
flower beds; not, however, before the middle of May. ° 


GREENHOUSE SEEDS (g) should be sown as directed for Tender Annuals, in pans, pots or shallow 
boxes, and be kept in the house, carefully watched, slightly watered occasionally, and sheltered from the hot 
sun till strong enough to transplant. Most varieties may be sown at any season of the year. 


The smaller seeds of Greenhouse Plants are sometimes difficult to germinate, unless great care be taken in 
the mode of sowing. Hence the supposition is produced that the seed itself is not good, whereas the fault is not 
in the seed, but inthe treatment. Fine seeds of this description should be sown in leaf-mould or peat, with some 
fine sand added toit; press firmly down in the seed-pan or pot, and make perfectly level at the top, so that the 
mould may not afterward sink materially with watering. Sow the seed very thin, and cover very lightly witha 
little compost, or with silver sand. Success is more certain if a pane of glass is placed over the pan or box till 
the plants have appeared, when it should be removed. By this method the difficulty of starting fine seeds will 
be removed. As soon as the young plants have two leaves, they should be transplanted into similar compostin 
another pan or box. To do this, do not pull them out of the seed-pan, but break up the soil by running a stick. 
or trowel under it, when the plants can be taken out with good roots. After transplanting they should be kept 
in a shady part of the greenhouse for a few days, until they are somewhat established in the new soil. 


There are many minute plants from the finer seeds killed by drenching with water while very young. 
One way to avoid this is to give the water by dipping a clothes-brush in water, shaking off the greater part of 
the water from the brush, and then (holding the brush over the seed-pan) drawing the hand over the bristles 
several times, which will cause the water to be thrown on the young plants almost like dew. Some of the 
vaporizers and atomizers (as used for perfumes) now in use are admirably adapted for watering tender young 
plants. In the first stage of their existence, plants require moisture in a minute quantity, often repeated, and 
not in such large quantities as to saturate the soil in which they are growing. 


PRIMULA SINENSIS.—The Chinese Primrose is deservedly one of our most popular winter-blooming 
plants. For winter use, it is easily raised from good seed, if sown at the right time and properly treated. Sow 
the seed in drills, in a light, rich soil, in shallow boxes, at any time from the middle of March to the middle of 
May ; the earliest sown seed will naturally produce the earliest bloom. Cover the seeds about an eighth of an 
inch, and press the soil on them with a board or the bottom of a pot. Water moderately, avoid forcing the seed 
and keep the young plants away from drip. The boxes may be placed in the greenhouse, or out of doors ina 
frame. Assoonas the plants are well out of the seed-leaf, transplant them singly into twoor two-and-a-half 
inch pots, using a light, rich soil. The object now is to make good, stocky plants, and they must therefore be 
repotted as often as the pots become tolerably filled with roots, until they are in five or six-inch pots, when they 
may be allowed to flower. Previous to this, any flower stalks that appear must be pinched out. Ina suitable 
place the plants will do better out of doors than in the greenhouse during summer. They need a liberal supply 
of water. The plants will bloom continuously during the winter in either the greenhouse or a well-lighted 
sitting-room, not too warm. 


CINERARIA.—Years ago the Cineraria was a popular piant among florists. Bedding plants crowded it 
aside, but it is now fast taking its proper place again among choice winter-blooming plants. It is, to be sure, | 
a rather difficult plant to grow and bloom well if its requirements are not understood. The mistake generally 
made is in growing it ina warm house instead of a cool one. The seed should be started in the greenhouse. — 
For winter blooming, sow the ceed in April and May, in shallow boxes, in fine soil; drop the seed in shallow _ 
drills, cover, and press the earth rather firmly with a piece of board or the bottom of a pot. Set the box 7 
where it will get the morning sun, but be free from drip; water moderately and carefully. The treatment of © 
the seedlings should be similar to that given to the Chinese Primrose. As soon as the plants are out of the seed-

leaf, transplant singly into small pots, in a rich soil with some vegetable mould init. Repot as often as the pots 
become moderately filled with roots, or sufficiently often to prevent the roots from becoming pot-bound, and so 
avoid checking the growth. If specimen plants are wanted, the repotting should be continued till the plants 
are in pots from eight toten inches in diameter. The last two pottings should be liberal ones, and drainage 
well provided for, as the plants will need copious waterings. When the flower stalks appear, manure water 
may be used once or twice a 
week. Aphisand red spider are 
the chief enemies to be guarded 
against$ and this is best done 
by frequent syringings or 
sprinklings overhead. The 
plants will do best during the 
summer out of doors, in some 
place where they will not get 
too much sun, and be free from 
the drip of trees. In the fall the 
plants should he placed in a 
cool greenhouse, where the tem- 
perature can be kept low and 
the air moist. Theplants should 
be placed on a table by them- 
selves, and the pots always kept 
far enough apart to prevent the 
leaves in one pot from touching 
those inthe next. Inthe winter 
it may be necessary to smoke 
the plants with tobacco occa- 
sionally, to keep down the 
““sreen fly,’’ or aphis ; this may easily be done. 

CALCEOLARIA.—The herbaceous varieties of the Calceolaria are very beautiful and popular plants. They 
should be flowered in a cool greenhouse. The seeds are very small, and should be sown on the surface. Sow 
in shallow boxes, filled with a light, sandy soil that has been sifted. Sow moderately thick in rows on the 
surface, and cover very lightly with sifted sphagnum moss, cocoanut waste or very light soil. Press the soil 
firmly on the seed. The watering should be done carefully ; an atomizer or brush may be used to advantage. 
To retain the moisture, the box may be covered with panes of glass, which must be removed; however, as soon 
as the plants make their appearance. The box should have plenty of light, but not muchsun. As soon as the 
plants can be handled, transplant singly into pots two to two-and-a-half inches indiameter. The soilshouldbe 
light and rich, and vegetable mould is an excellent addition. Repot as often as the pots are fairly filled with 
roots, and continue the repotting, if fine flowers are wanted, till the plants are in pots eight inches in diameter. 
If the pots become root bound the plants are apt to run prematurely into flower. Water regularly and abun- 
dantly to prevent drooping. As the pots increase in size, drainage must be supplied to carry off the surplus 
water. Place in a cool greenhouse in the winter, as directed for Cinerarias, and keep the pots apart to prevent 
the leaves from touching. An occasional smoking with tobacco will keep down the green fly. 

PANSy.—For spring blooming, the seed should be sown in August, September and October, in a coldframe 
with asouthern aspect. Plenty of air and light are essential. During mild weather the sashes should be 
removed ; when it is frosty, coverings are preferable to artificial heat. If wanted for winter bloom, sowin July, 
and as soon as large enough plant on beds or benches near the glass in the greenhouse, in a low and even 
temperature. 

GERANIUMS.—The Scarlet or Horseshoe Geranium (or, more properly, Pelargonium), now so extensively 
used for bedding, may be easily grown from seed at any season ofthe year. If during the summer, better out 
of doors than anywhere else; but in a greenhouse or sitting-room during the winter. Sow the seed in pots or 
shallow boxes, in any common soil ; cover about an eighth of aninch, and press the soil on the seed. Trans- 
plant as soon as out of the seed-leaf, in small pots, in a soil only moderately rich; or, if the seeds were started 
out of doors, the plants may be put in the border. Seed sown in-doors in the fall or early winter, and the 
plants grown in the greenhouse, will show flowers in June or July, while plants from those sown in March or 
later will not come into flower till August and September, and some even later. Much, however, depends 
upon the treatment, those receiving special care in pots blooming much sooner than those turned into a border 
or bed. 

PETUNIAS.—Fill shallow boxes with fine, light soil, say an even mixture of leaf-mould and sand, and wet 
thoroughly by pouring on boiling water, which kills insects and heats the soil. When the soil has cooled suf- 

ficiently but is still wafm, sow the seeds very thinly in the boxes, so that the plants may be one inch apart ; 

cover seeds very slightly with a little sifted sand, and place slate or glass on top of the boxes. If the white 
root-points of germination appear before the leaves, sift on more sand and replace slate, and watch closely. 
When the small leaves appear, remove slate and give plenty of light, to produce strong, stocky plants. The 
soil may now need water, which should be applied very gently, that the tiny seedlings may not be displaced. 
_ Later the larger plants may be transplanted from seed boxes into other boxes or pots. As the weakest plants 
— give the finest blossoms, care should be taken to preserve every plant until the blossoms appear.

The spe- 
cial attention given of late to 
the cultivation of the Aster has 
resulted in the production of 
many truly magnificent varie- 
ties. Among them we may men- 


tion the Victoria, which pro- 
duces the most beautiful and 
perfectly - formed flowers, and 


is also the best for pot culture ; 
the Triumph, deep scarlet and 
white, are very effective for 
bedding or pot culture. For 
cutting and bunching, the long- 
stalked, perfectly globular flow- 
ers of the Jewel are especially 
desirable. The 7ruffaut class 
is remarkable for its large in- 
curved flowers and the bright- 
ness of the colors. The Wash- 
ington varieties have extra 
large, perfectly-formed flowers, 
resembling somewhat a double 
Zinnia. Jmbricated Pompons 
are very handsome, and most 
suitable for bouquets. In this 
latitude Asters should be sown 
from the middle of March to the 
first part of May, on a spent 
hotbed or in pots or shallow 
boxes, in a frame or in the 
house. When an inch high, they 
should be transplanted into fine 
soil spread over a discarded 
hotbed, whence they can be 
bedded out when three or four 
inches high. This should be 
done before or during showery 
weather. Asters do finely sown 
in the open ground from the 
middle tothe last of May. The 
only objection to this mode is 
their late and short duration of 
flowering. They can also be 
grown in pots successfully. Use 
fine and rich soil, and keep well 
watered.

DIRECTIONS FOR CULTURE. — Sweet 
Peas succeed best in a deep, rich soil. 
The most approved method of cultivation 
is to sow in a trench 5 or 6 inches deep, 
Covering them at first with only one inch of soil; then as the 
plants grow, fill in the earth about them ome inch at a time. 
After the plants are well grown up, they should be watered 
copiously, and bone meal worked into the soil about the roots - 
is fecommended. Proper trellis or other supports’ should be 
provided. 

The first sowing of Sweet Peas may be made very early 
in the spring, as soon as the frost is out of the ground. Fora 
succession, some should be sown every few weeks afterwards. 
For fall flowering, they may be sown as late as July. Then 
again, they may be sown late in the fall for very early bloom- 
ing the following spring, but in that case a dry situation is - 
preferable, and they should be sown 4 or § inches deep, and 
not in the trench method.

Warranties.—Seeds of the best quality will often fail through improper treatment. 
Thus, if a small seed be sown so deeply that the young plant cannot reach the surface, the seed, how- 
ever good, will fail. More failures result from a want of proper knowledge of conditions necessary to 
germination than from bad quality of seeds themselves. These conditions are: a proper temperature, 
sufficient moisture, and free access of air; besides these, the soil must be in proper condition, and pre- 
sent no physical obstacle to the growth of the young plant. If heavy rains have compacted the surface 
of the soil, and the sun has baked it to a hard crust, it will be impossible, even if all other conditions 
are favorable, for the seedling plants to force their way through it, and many perish from this cause 
alone. Seeds differ greatly as to the temperature required for germination. Beets, Cress, Peas, ete., 
germinate rapidly at a temperature of 45°; but if Melons and other seeds of that family, bush or pole 
Beans, and other plants of sub-tropical origin, are sown under the same conditions, they will be apt to 
decay, as for their prompt germination they require a heat of at least 60°. For this reason many seeds 
fail yearly from too early sowing. The second condition, proper moisture, is likely to be violated by an 
excess rather than by too little moisture. The proper amount is that which a well-drained soil will natu- 
rally hold. Free access of air is all-important, and this is interfered with by an excess of water in the | 
soil. In germination complex chemical changes take place in the seeds, in which the air performs an im- 
portant part. A portion of the seed is consumed, carbonic acid gas being given off in changing the starch 
and other constituents of the seed into nutriment to forward the growth of the germ or embryo plant, 
which depends upon the contents of the seed until it has formed roots below ground and leaves above, 
and is able to sustain itself. Besides these conditions, affecting the germination of the seed, the young 
plants, after they have made their way to the surface, are liable to various accidents; a sudden current 
of very cold air, or a continuous drying wind, may check their growth, or destroy the young plants 
altogether. Im addition, there are numerous insects, both below and above ground, that may attack 
the plants, some of these being so small that they often destroy a crop before they are discovered. We 
may also mention the well-known tendency of many vegetables to revert to their original types, notwith- 
standing the care of the seed-grower; ‘the yellow-podded wax Beans becoming green, the yellow and 
white Celery becoming more or less green, dwarf Peas becoming running sorts, ete., ete.

DIRECTIONS FOR THE CULTIVATION OF VEGETABLES. 


To secure a good erop of vegetables, three things at least are necessary; viz., a suitable soil, 
pure seed, and clean culture; to which may be added as equally necessary, an abundant supply of good 
barnyard-manure, supplemented, when this runs short, by artificial fertilizers. The exposure for a veg- 
etable garden should be perfectly south or southeast, or nearly so. The soil should be naturally ~ 
rich and friable, a sandy loam being among the best. If the soil be stiff, it should be gradually mellowed 
by the free use of barnyard-manure, or, if convenient, by the addition of sand. If wet, or inclined to 
hold an excess of moisture, it should be under-drained, preferably by tile; but if possible, a location 
should be selected naturally dry and free from surface water. 


A dark-colored soil, or one supplied with a goodly portion of decayed vegetable matter, will pro- 
duce the earliest crops. If the soil be shallow, it should be deepened gradually by plowing or spading 
an inch or two deeper each year, and not all at once by trenching or sub-soiling, unless manure and 
money both be abundant. A sandy soil may be greatly improved by adding more or less vegetable mould 
from the woods. To produce the best and most uniform results, the vegetable garden should have at 
least one foot of good, rich soil. The roots of large trees should not be allowed to encroach on any part 
of the garden, though large trees, especially evergreens, sufficiently far off, afford a valuable protection 
on the north and west. 

Mark the garden off into squares or beds of convenient size, to facilitate the practice of a 
rotation of crops, which is an important matter. Asa rule, never let the same crop or kind of vegetable 
occupy the same bed or spot two years in succession. Potatoes, onions and a few other things may form 
an exception to this rule, but it is nevertheless better to keep up rotation. Every year these beds must 


t 
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be warmed up by a liberal coat of manure, which should be thoroughly mixed with the soil. Grow 
everything in drills or straight lines. Larger crops from a given surface are grown in this way, and cul- 
‘tivation becomes simple and comparatively easy. The space between the drills, and other special infor- 
/mation, is given in the body of the Catalogue; the least distance is named, in order to economize space; 
‘it might be increased in some cases with advantage. 


The ground should be frequently hoed, to kill the weeds and keep the soil mellow; and the 
proper time to hoe is just when the weeds appear above ground. Briefly, the proper way to kill weeds is 
never to let them grow. If the weeding be done at the time suggested, it can be mostly and quickly 
done by the use of a sharp-toothed steel rake. 


] Where the material and conveniences are at hand, much time may be gained by starting 
‘certain kinds of plants in a hotbed, or even in a coldframe, the latter being a very convenient thing, even 
on a small place. The hotbed is chiefly intended for raising early Tomatoes, Egg-plants, Peppers, Cab- 
| age, Cauliflower, Lettuce, etc., but as all these plants can now be bought cheaply of the seedsmen at 
|the proper time, the expense and labor of a hotbed can, in many cases, be dispensed with, especially 
}on small places. 

To Prepare a Coldframe.—The coldframe is simply a frame set on- the ground, no bottom 
heat being applied. It is banked up on the outside during the winter with salt hay, straw or coarse 
litter. The soil is prepared by forking in and thoroughly mixing to the depth of 10 or 12 inches a liberal 
| quantity of old, well-rotted manure. The manure of an old hotbed is good for the purpose. The frame 
‘is prepared in the fall, and young Cabbage, Cauliflower and Lettuce plants are set out in it in time to 
| get well established before very cold weather. Cauliflower and Cabbage should be set down to the first 
{leaf, and the soil made firm around the plants. The seed is usually sown, in the vicinity of New York, 
lfrom the 15th to the 20th of September, but the very early kinds some 8 or 10 days later. The 
young plants will be ready to transplant in about 25 or 30 days. During cold nights and stormy 
days, the beds should be closely covered with the sashes, and these further protected by straw mats or 
sh utters. Cauliflower needs more and closer protection than Cabbage, as it is rather more tender. Dur- 
ir y mild days admit air freely, the object being to keep the plants in a dormant state, without actual 
bs eezing, so that when spring comes the plants are in a forward state for setting out early crops. Seeds 
of Cabbage, Cauliflower, Lettuce and Radish may be sown in a coldframe in the spring from the last 
1" eek in February to the first week in March. The frame should stand in a warm and sheltered spot, 


nd be kept from freezing by mats or a thick covering of straw during cold nights. 


DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING A HOTBED. 


In the vicinity of New York, from the first to the middle of March is quite early enough to make a 
Jaotbed, and even a little later will do well enough. The time must vary according to the latitude. 
)Provide a quantity of fresh horse-manure from the stables, and add to this, if they can be had, one-third 
\to one-half of its bulk of leaves. Mix them thoroughly, tramping down the mass in successive layers, 
jand form into a large pile, so that fermentation will proceed, even in severely cold weather. In two or 
| ah ee days fermentation will be apparent by the escape of steam from the heap. Now turn again, and 

iilow the heap to remain two or three days longer, or until the second fermentation commences. Make 
4m excavation or pit 2% feet deep, and of a size suited to the number of plants required. The pit will be 

Setter if built up of brick. It should be made in some dry, sheltered spot, facing the south or east, if 
}d0ssible. Hotbed sashes are usually 6x3 feet, and one sash will generally give early plants enough for 
alarge family. The frame for sashes should be 18 inches high at the back and 12 inches in front, which 
will give the proper slope to catch the sunlight. Cross-pieces should be placed for the sashes to slide 
n, to facilitate opening and shutting the frames. When everything is ready, the manure is placed in 
he pit and trodden down firmly in layers to the required depth, 2 to 2% feet. Then put on the sashes, 
nd keep the pit closed until the heat rises. At first it will probably be 100° or more, which is too hot 
) sow the seed in; but in two or three days it will subside to 90° or a little less, when the soil may be 
t on to the depth of 6 to 8 inches. The heat may be readily ascertained by plunging a thermometer 
ithe manure.

CULTURE.—Soil for Cabbage should be rich and heavy loam, with good drainage. Onsuch a soil, with an 

Z abenidonte of stable or Thorburn’s Cottage 
Manure, excellent crops are sure to be grown. 
For early spring, sow in fall; not too early, or 
the plants are liable to bolt in the spring instead 
of heading. In a month the plants will be fit 
to transplant to coldframes, where they are 
wintered, taking care, in planting, to set the 
young plants down to the first leaves. Trans- 
plant in spring as soon as the ground can be 
worked, setting the plants 2 feet apart one way 
and from 12 to 18 inches the other, according to 
the variety. If it is desirable to economize 
= space, Lettuce or Radish may be sown between 
- the rows, as they will be out of the way before 
the Cabbage needs the room. For late or win- 
ter crops the seed is sown in May, and the 
plants set outin July. In this case they are set 
in rows 2 by 3 feet, so as to work them with a 
horse and cultivator. To destroy the green 
worm that is so destructive to the leaves and heads of Cabbage and Cauliflower, an experienced grower says: 
‘“Take one ounce of saltpetre and dissolve it in 12 quarts of water; then take a short-handled whisk 
broom, dip it in the solution, and sprinkle the plants well. One application is sufficient, unless the stuff 
is washed off by heavy rains. The liquid, being perfectly clear, never colors the Cauliflower or Cabbage 
heads.’’ To prevent the turnip flea attacking the young plants, sift fine air-slaked lime or tobacco dust over 
them as soon as they appear above the ground.

The beds should be kept well weeded, 
and an occasional soaking with water in dry weather will 
do the plants good. EarlyinJuly at the north, a month 
or six weeks later in the southern states, is the proper 
time to set the plants out in beds or trenches. Press the 
soil firmly against the roots. In the garden the better 
way is to set the plants in shallow trenches. Wesay 
shallow, for it is obviously a bad plan to remove all the 
good soil (as must be done in a deep trench) and put the 
plants in that which is poor. The plants must be setin a 
single row in a narrow trench, or the trench may be 
made into a bed wide enough to hold two, three or four 
rows, and in this case the plants are in a compact form to 
be covered for the winter where they grow. This will 
save much labor where there is no root-cellar for storage, 
as often happens to be the case. When grown in beds in 
this way, the rows should be 1 foot apart, and the plants 
about 8 inches apart in the rows. A bed 4 feet wide will take 4 rows of plants, leaving 6 inches space on the 
outside of the first and last rows. The bed should be made very rich with thoroughly decomposed manure. 
The plants will need to be earthed up two or three times ; and in doing this, care should be taken not to let the 
earth get into the heart of the plant. In field culture the plants are set on the surface in rows 4 feet apart when 
the Celery is to be earthed up in the field for early use, and 2 feet apart when the plants are to be taken and 
blanched in the cellar for winter use. The plants are set 6 inches apart in rows. If not grown in beds, the best 
way to store is to dig trenches in a well-drained spot in the open ground, 1 foot wide, and of a depth a few 
inches less than the height of the Celery. The plants are then lifted and set closetogether. The edges of 
the trench should be made sloping from the tops of the plants. When severe cold weather comes on, cover 
gradually with leaves, hay or straw, and place boards on top. In such a trench the stalks will blanch perfectly, 
and may be taken out any time during winter for use or sale as required. The turnip-rooted, or ‘‘ Knob’” 
Celery, needs no earthing up, and may be planted in rows I foot apart.

It will be necessary to fertilize the pistillate flowers with the 
staminate, in order to render the vines productive, as owing to the absence of insects, they will not produce 
a crop under glass the same as in the open ground.

MARTYNIA. CULTURE.—Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches of greenhouses, or 
in sheds, wherever the temperature of 50 degrees can be kept up through the winter. 
The beds should be made from November to February, according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, and 
it requires about two months for them to begin bearing. Secure fresh horse-dung, free from straw and litter, 
and mix an equal bulk of loam from anold pasture with it. Keep this under cover, taking care to turn it 
every day to prevent heating, until the pileis large enough to make a bed of the required size. Three or 4 feet 
wide, 8 inches deep, and any length desired, are the : 
proper proportions for a bed; but these may be varied. 
Prepare the mixture of loam and manure, making the bed in 
layers, and pounding down each with the back of the spade. 
Leave this to heat through for a few days, and as soon as 
the heat subsides to 90 degrees, make holes inthe bed about 
a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of the spawn 2 
or 3 inches in diameter ; fill up the holes with the compost, 
and at the expiration of a week or 10 days the spawn will 
have thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spreada 
layer of fresh soil over the heap to the depth of 2 inches, and 
cover with 3 or 4 inches of hay, straw or litter. Examine the 
bed often to see that it does not get dry. Take special care, 
however, when water is given, that it be at a temperature of 
about 100 degrees. 


From experience with French and English Spawn, we 
find there is an important difference between them. If the 
manure in the bed is in proper condition, the French Spawn 
will take hold and grow fully as well as the English; but if 
the bed is not in the right state, it will often rot. The Eng 
lish Spawn, on the contrary, after starting a little, will re 
main in acomparatively dormant state for a long time with 
out losing its vitality. It is well to keep these points in mince 
in ordering spawn.

CuLtTurE.—A week may be gained in earliness by sowing a quantity in moist sand, placed in a box in the 
cellar, and planting outside when wellsprouted. 
Light, dry soil, not over rich, suits the Pea. . 
Sow as early as the ground can be worked, and 
again every ten days for succession, up to the 
first of June, after which there is danger from 
mildew. Sow in single or double rows, from 4 
to 6 feet apart, according to the different 
heights, about an inch apart in the rows (except 
such sorts as we note to sow thinly), and 4 
inches deep. In this elimate the O’Rourke 
Peas, if planted from the toth to the last of 
August, will produce a fair crop for fall pick- 
ing, when Peas will be most acceptable. Hoe 
often, and keep the ground clean and fine. The 
tall sorts can be made to bear more freely by 
pinching in. The dwarf varieties may be 
grown in beds like Bush Beans, with rows about 
the same distance apart. The holes which are 
sometimes found in Peas are caused by the Pea 
Weevil (Bruchus pisi). This insect is a native 
of this country, but, as usual with such pests, 
has spread rapidly, and is now found nearly all 
over the world. The beetles lay their eggs on 
the young pods, and the larve, as soon as 
hatched, make their way through the pods into 
the nearest Peas. They do not, as is sometimes 
supposed, destroy the germ, for Peas will grow 
if they are infested, but the plant is likely to be 
more feeble, and for this reason will not pro- 
duce as large a crop as if free from the 
weevil.

If the Colorado potato-beetle 
makes its appearance, the vines must be dusted with Paris green, mixed with about 80 parts of plaster; or, 
what is better, mix the Paris green in water, one small tablespoonful to a pail, and apply with a small brush or 
broom. Take care to stir the mixture often, or else the Paris green will settle to the bottom. Two or three 
applications during the season will usually suffice to clean off all the beetles.

CULTURE.—Sow seed in a coldframe, in a fine, rich, sandy loam, about the first of March, in drills 4 inches 

. apart. Keep the frame covered during nights and cold days, so that the soil will 
not freeze, and in six to eight weeks the plants will be large enough to set in the 
open ground. Transplant to a rich soil, and set in rows 12 inches apart and 12 inches 
inthe rows. The following spring transplant again to 4 or 5 feet apart each way, 
and the next spring the stalks will be large enough to pull. When roots are set out, 
plant them 4 or 5 feet apart each way, and keep the weeds down. If roots are used, 
a crop may be had after one season, which is much better than sowing seeds where 
only a few plants for family use are needed. Inthe fall the bed should have a thick 
dressing of coarse manure, to be spaded under in spring.

FORMATION OF LAWNS FROM SEED. 


In the first place, see that your ground is thoroughly drained and well prepared. Perhaps the best soil for 
a lawn is a stiff loam or clayey soil. This _ : te eel $ 
ought not tobe by any means toorich,as_ , . 4 
a rapid growth is not wanted in the grasses 4 
of a lawn, but in preparing it for laying 
down, let the surface be as much alike in 
quality as possible. 

If your ground is in condition to raise 
a good cropof potatoes, it will makea 
good lawn; add about half a ton of bone 
dust to the acre, harrowed in before sow- 
ing the seed. A very slight raking-in will 
protect the seeds much, or a Sowing of 
wood ashes will render them distasteful to 
birds. Rolling, however, is at all times 
indispensable. 

The best time to sow lawn grass seed 
is early in the spring, or about the latter 
partof August. Wepreferthe earlyspring. 

Let the ground all have a surface of 
about six inches alike, for nothing looks 
worse than to see a lawn grow all in 
patches. One exception, however, may 
be mentioned, and that is, if there be any 
steep slopes facing the south, or other ex- 
posed places, let the earth on them be bet- 
ter and deeper than on the ground level, 
as they are more liable to burn out. When 
the grass becomes well established, it 
should be frequently cut. The oftener you 
mow, the finer and softer your grass 
will be. 

It is proper here to observe that no 
lawn can be maintained long in good order 
withoutsuccessive rollings. Mowing alone 
will not secure a good bottom without that 
compression which the roller tends to give. 
The rolling should be done in the spring, 
before the ground becomes dry. LAWN VIEW IN CENTRAL PARK, NEW YORK. 

To Grass A BANK OR TERRACE .— 

For each square rod, take a pound of lawn grass seed and mix it thoroughly with six cubic feet of good, dry 
garden loam. Place in a tub, and add liquid manure, diluted with about two-thirds of water, so as to bring 
the whole tothe consistency of mortar. The slope must be made perfectly smooth, and then well watered, 
after which the paste should be applied, and made as even and as thin as possible.

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TREE AND SHRUB SEEDS. 


HOW TO GROW THEM. 


In order to preserve seeds of ConireRS and other EVERGREEN TREES, it is best to keep them in perfectiy 

—>.. dry sand until the time of sowing. For this latitude, the seeds 
S should be sown thinly, as early in the spring as the ground can be 
' worked, in beds of fine, sandy loam, Cover to the depth of about 
the thickness of the seed, and press the beds gently with the back 
of the spade to firm the earth around the seeds. Great care must 
be taken not to give too much water, as the young plants damp 
off very easily. Water with a very fine rose, but never so that the 
ground becomes soggy. Some shade must be used to protect the 
young plants from the hot, drying sun and winds, and also to keep 
the birds from destroying them. Seeds of the rarersorts may be 
sown in coldframes or boxes; if in coldframes the sashes should be 
shaded and the frames raised at the corners 3 to 4 inches to allow 
the air to circulate freely. Keep the young plants well weeded, 
and allow them to remain from one to two years before transplanting. 

The propagation of DEcipuoUS TREEs from seeds is less difficult than that of 
Evergreen species, a little attention only being required to sow at the proper season 
to insure success. ACORNS, Hickory Nuts, CHESTNUTS and WALNuTs should be 
planted in autumn, or kept during the winter in sand or moss. They shrivel up by 
toolong exposure to the air, and many of them lose their power of vegetating. Those 
seeds with hard shells, like the Locust, GyYMNOCLADUS, etc., should be planted in 
autumn or placed in boxes with sand, and exposed to frost before planting. They 
may not vegetate till the second year after planting, but if these seeds are received 
too late in the spring to expose them to the action of the frost, they may be put into 
a vessel of hot water for an hour or so before planting. AMERICAN ELM, SILVER 
MAPLE, and a few other sorts ripen their seeds early in summer, and if gathered 
and planted soon after they fall from the tree, will make fine plants the same 
season. Theseeds of other DEcIDUOUS TREES and SHRUBs should be planted from 
the middle of April to the middle of May, in drills about 2 feet apart and covered about half an inch in

PRACTICAL DIRECTIONS FOR CULTURE, TREATMENT, ETC. 


HARDY ANNUALS (hA).—Sow in April or May, according to the latitude, in shallow boxes or pots placed 
in a warm window, a hotbed, or, if possible, in a green- 
house. A second sowing ought to be made from two to 
four weeks after, for a succession, as well as to provide 
against failure the first time. For sowing seeds in, there 
is nothing better than shallow boxes from 2 to 3 inches 
deep and of any convenient size. The most suitable soil 
in which to sow seeds of all the smaller kinds is a very 
fine, rich, sandy loam; if some fine charcoal can be mixed 
with it, it will be beneficial. The soil from oid hotbeds 
is excellent, or sods from an old pasture, piled up and 
allowed to rot for two or three years, and then mixed 
with a little old stable-manure and sand. The selection 
of a proper soil in which to sow fine seeds is very impor- 
tant, as upon this depends the success or failure of them. 
After the seeds are up, care must be taken to give them 
plenty of air and moisture, and yet not too much water, 
or they will ‘‘damp-off.’? When the young plants are 
well out of the seed-leaf, they must be transplanted to 
new boxes. If pots 2 inches or more in diameter can be 
had, set out from three to a dozen or more of the young 
seedlings along the edges of the pot, so that as soon as 
the ground is warm enough they may be easily turned 
out and planted singly, as by that time they will have 
made good roots. Wherethe pots cannot be had, boxes, 
tin cans, etc., may be substituted; or a cheap and effec- 
tive plan is to take out the inside of a potato or turnip, 
leaving a shell half an inch thick. After filling*these 
with the compost above referred to, set out the seedlings 
in them, and place the whole in boxes, filling in the 
spaces between the potatoes or turnips with soil. When 
the plants are ready to set in the open ground, it is an 
a easy matter to transplant them, and as the decay of the 

BEUBLE-FLOWERED, BALSAM, turnips or potatoes affords nourishment to the young 
plants, a double purpose is served in using them. Treated in this way, the seedlings ‘receive no check in 
growth, and require none of the extra care in watering or shading necessary with other methods. 

, Acommon mistake in sowing flower, as well as other seeds, is in covering too deep. As a general rule, 
cover only to the depth of the thickness of the seeds, or with medium-sized seeds, like Balsams, Zinnias, etc., 
a half aninchorsois nonetoo much. Such fine seeds as Portulacas need only to be pressed into the soi! with 
a piece of board or the palm of the hand. Always press the earth down firmly after sowing all flower seeds, 
else there is danger of their drying up before the roots can get firm hold of the soil. Seeds of the hardier 
Annuals may be sown where they are to grow; but asarule it is preferable to transplant, as the plants are 
generally stronger and stand the drought better. During very dry weather, and when the seedlings are first 
set out, they should be watered frequently. Provide some support for all such Annuals as require it, else the 
plants become weak and straggling, and do not make the show they otherwise would. ~ 

The weeds should be kept down and the ground loosened often, so that the plants will receive the full 
benefit of the rains and dews, which they will not if the ground is allowed to become hard and baked. 

Seeds of Biennials and some Hardy Annuals may be sown in September in boxes, and placed in cold- 
frames. They will make strong plants by spring, and come into flower early. Do not put on the sashes until 
heavy rains and frost render this necessary, and then always remove during the day, and whenever the tem- 
perature is above freezing in winter. 


HARDY BIENNIALS (hB) and PERENNIALS (hP).—These require the same treatment as the Hardy 
Annuals. In addition to the above, both Hardy Biennials and Perennials may be sown in the open border in 
September ; for if not sown until spring, the seeds of many Perennials require two years before they germi- 
nate. In this case it is a good plan, at the commencement of frost, to cover them lightly with straw, leaves, 
‘or any dry litter, in order to afford some protection from the extreme severity of the winter. As soon as the 
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frost is out in the spring, remove the covering and loosen the surface around the plants, which, when large 
enough, may then be transplanted to the flower garden where they are to remain. 


HALF-HARDY ANNUALS (hhA.)—These may be sown in shallow boxes, pots, or a hotbed, as directed for 
Hardy Annuals. They may be sown thus at any time after the middle of April, as the hotbed will be sufficient 
protection; but it is best to cover the glass with a mat or straw at night until danger of frost is past. In the 
day give all the air possible by partly or wholly removing the lights. After the end of May sow in the border, 
like Hardy Annuals. 


HALF-HARDY BIENNIALS (hhB) and HALF-HARDY PERENNIALS (hhP) require the same treatment. 
Though plants and their bloom are greatly forwarded by sowing the seeds early in boxes under cover, it may 
be stated that nearly all kinds of hardy and half-hardy flower seeds may be sown in the open border in a warm 
and sunny spot, as soon as the soil has become dry and warm; so that those who have no glass frames or 
greenhouses need not be without flowers. They can have them, but it will be later. 


TENDER ANNUALS, BIENNIALS and PERENNIALS.—The best method to obtain an early bloom of the 
Tender Annuals (tA), and to insure strength to the plants, is to sow the seeds in boxes or pots in March, plac- 
ing them in a warm greenhouse, or plunging in a moderate hotbed, carefully protecting them from the cold, 
shading from the mid-day sun, and watering with a fine rose. The seed should be sown in very light, sandy 
compost, and the pots well drained by placing broken pots or bits of sods in the bottom. The finer seeds must 
not be covered more than an eighth of an inch deep, and the soil pressed down closely over them. Water 
frequently, particularly if the house or hotbed is very warm. As soon as the plants are out of the seed-leaf, 
transplant into shallow boxes or small pots, and when they have acquired sufficient strength transplant into 
the flower beds; not, however, before the middle of May. 


GREENHOUSE SEEDS (g) should be sown as directed for Tender Annuals, in pans, pots or shallow boxes, 
and be kept in the house, carefully watched, slightly watered occasionally, and sheltered from the hot sun till 
strong enough to transplant. Most varieties may be sown at any season of the year. 

The smaller seeds of Greenhouse Plants are sometimes difficult to germinate, unless great care be taken in 
the mode of sowing. Hence the supposition is produced that the seed itself is not good, whereas the fault is 
not in the seed, but inthe treatment. Fine seeds of this description should be sown in leaf-mould or peat, with 
some fine sand added to it; press firmly down in the seed-pan or pot, and make perfectly level at the top, so 
that the mould may not afterward sink materially with watering. Sow the seed very thin, and cover very 
lightly with a little compost, or with silver sand. Success is more certain if a pane of glass is placed over the 
pan or box till the plants have appeared, when it should be removed. By this method the difficulty of starting 
fine seeds will be removed. As soonas the young plants have two leaves, they should be transplanted into 
similar compost in another pan or box. Todothis, do not pull them out of the seed-pan, but break up the 
soil by running a stick or trowel under it, when the plants can be taken out with good roots. After transplant- 
ing they should be kept in a shady part of the greenhouse for a few days, until they are somewhat established 
in the new soil. 

There are many minute plants from the finer seeds killed by drenching with water while very young. 
One way to avoid this is to give the water by dipping a clothes-brush in water, shaking off the greater part of 
the water from the brush, and then (holding the brush over the seed-pan) drawing the hand over the bristles 
several times, which will cause the water to be thrown on the young plants almost like dew. Some of the 
vaporizers and atomizers (as used for perfumes) now in use are admirably adapted for watering tender young 
plants. Inthe first stage of their existence, plants require moisture in a minute quantity, often repeated, and 
not in such large quantities as to saturate the soil in which they are growing. 


PRIMULA SINENSIS.—The Chinese Primrose is deservedly one of our most popular winter-blooming plants. 
For winter use, it is easily raised from good seed, if sown at the right time and properly treated. Sow the 
seed in drills, in a light, rich soil, in shallow boxes, at any time from the middle of March to the middle of May; 
the earliest sown seed will naturally produce the earliest bloom. Cover the seeds about an eighth of an inch, 
and press the soil on them with a board or the bottom ofa pot. Water moderately, avoid forcing the seed, and 
keep the young plants away from drip. The boxes may be placed in the greenhouse, or out of doors in a 
frame. As soon as the plants are well out of the seed-leaf, transplant them singly into 2 or 24-inch pots, using 
alight, rich soil. The object now is to make good, stocky plants, and they must therefore be repotted as often 
as the pots become tolerably filled with roots, until they are in 5 or 6-inch pots, when they may be allowed to 
flower. Previous tothis, any flower stalks that appear must be pinched out. In a suitable place the plants 
will do better out of doors than in the greenhouse during summer. They need a liberal supply of water. The 
plants will bloom continuously during the winter in either the greenhouse or a well-lighted sitting-room, not 
too warm. 

CINERARIA.—Years ago the Cineraria was a popular plant among florists. Bedding plants crowded it 
aside, but it is now fast taking its proper place again among choice winter-blooming plants. It is, to be sure, 
a rather difficult plant to grow and bloom well if its requirements are not understood. The mistake generally 
made is in growing it in a warm house instead of a cool one. The seed should be started in the greenhouse. 
For winter blooming, sow the seed in April and May, in shallow boxes, in fine soil; drop the seed in shallow 
drills, cover, and press the earth rather firmly with a piece of board or the bottom of a pot. Set the box where 
it will get the morning sun, but be free from drip; water moderately and carefully. The treatment of the 
seedlings should be similar to that given to the Chinese Primrose. As soon asthe plants are out of the seed- 
leaf, transplant singly into small pots, in a rich soil, with some vegetable mould in it. Repot as often as the 
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pots become moderately filled with roots, or sufficiently often to prevent the roots from becoming pot-bound, 
and so avoid checking the growth. If specimen plants are wanted, the repotting should be continued till the 
plants are in pots from 8 to Io inches in diameter. The last two pottings should be liberal ones, and drainage 
well provided for, as the plants will need copious waterings. When the flower stalks appear, manure water 
may be used once or twice a 
week. Aphis and red spider are 
the chief enemies to be guarded 
against; and this is best done 
by frequent syringings or 
sprinklings overhead. The 
plants will do best during the 
summer out of doors, in some 
place where they will not get 
too much sun, and be free from 
the drip of trees. In the fall the 
plants should be placed in a =,

The plants should ~ 4 
be placed on a table by them- 
selves, and the pots always kept 
far enough apart to prevent the 
leaves in one pot from touching 
those in the next. Inthe winter 
it may be necessary to smoke 
the plants with tobacco occa- 
sionally, to keep down the 
‘‘green fly,’’ or aphis; this may easily be done with tobacco ‘‘stems,’’ which can be had at slight cost. 


CALCEOLARIA.—The herbaceous varieties of the Calceolaria are very beautiful and popular plants. They 
should be flowered in a cool greenhouse. The seeds are very small, and should be sown on the surface. Sow 
in shallow boxes, filled with a light, sandy soil that has been sifted. Sow moderately thick in rows on the 
surface, and cover very lightly with sifted sphagnum moss, cocoanut waste or very light soil. Press the soil 
firmly on the seed. The watering should be done carefully ; an atomizer or brush may be used to advantage. 
To retain the moisture, the box may be covered with panes of glass, which must be removed, however, as soon 
as the plants make their appearance. The box should have plenty of light, but not much sun. As soon as the 
plants can be handled, transplant singly into pots 2 to 214 inches in diameter. The soil should be light and 
rich, and vegetable mould is an excellent addition. Repot as often as the pots are fairly filled with roots, and 
continue the repotting, if fine flowers are wanted, till the plants are in potsS8inchesin diameter. Ifthe potsbe- 
come root-bound the plants are apt torun prematurely into flower. Water regularly and abundantly to pre- 
vent drooping. As the pots increase in size, drainage must be supplied to carry off the surplus water. Place 
in a cool greenhouse in the winter, as directed for Cinerarias, and keep the pots apart to prevent the leaves 
from touching. An occasional smoking with tobacco will keep down the green fly. 


Pansy.—For spring blooming, the seed should be sown in August, September and October, in a coldframe 
with a southern aspect. Plenty of air and light are essential. During mild weather the sashes should be 
removed ; when it is frosty, coverings are preferable to artificial heat. If wanted for winter bloom, sow in July, 
and as soon as large enough plant on beds or benches near the glass in the greenhouse, in a low and even 
temperature. 
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GERANIUMS.—The Scarlet or Horseshoe Geranium (or, more properly, Pelargonium), now so extensively. 
used for bedding, may be easily grown from seed at any season of the year. If during the summer, better out 
of doors than anywhere else; but in a greenhouse or sitting room during the winter. Sow the seeds in pots or 
shallow boxes, in any common soil; cover about an eighth of an inch, and press the soil on the seed. Trans- 
plant as soon as out of the seed-leaf, in small pots, in a soil only moderately rich; or, if the seeds were started 
out of doors, the plants may be put in the border. Seed sown indoors in the fall or early winter, and the 
plants grown in the greenhouse, will show flowers in June or July, while plants from those sown in March or 
later will not corne into flower till August and September, and some even later. Much, however, depends 


upon the treatment, those receiving special care in pots blooming much sooner than those turned into a border 
or bed. 


PETUNIAS.—Fill shallow boxes with fine, light soil, say an even mixture of leaf-mould and sand, and wet 
thoroughly by pouring on boiling water, which kills insects and heats the soil. When the soil has cooled suffi- 
ciently but is still warm, sow the seeds very thinly in the boxes, so that the plants may ber inch apart; cover 
seeds very slightly with a little sifted sand, and place slate or glass on top of the boxes. If the white root- 
points of germination appear before the leaves, sift on more sand and replace slate, and watch closely. When 
the small leaves appear, remove slate and give plenty of light, to produce strong, stocky plants, Thesoil may 
now need water, which should be applied very gently, that the tiny seedlings may not be displaced. Later the 
larger plants may be transplanted from seed boxes into other boxes-or pots. As the weakest plants frequently 
give the finest blossoms, care should be taken to preserve every plant until the blossoms appear.

DIRECTIONS FOR CULTURE. — Sweet 
Peas succeed best ina deep, rich soil. The 
most approved method of cultivation is to 
sow in a trench 5 or 6 inches deep, cov- 
ering them at first with only one inch of soil; then as the 
plants grow, fill in the earth about them ove inch ata time. 
After the plants are well grown up, they should be watered 

‘copiously, and bone meal, worked into the soil about the 
roots, is recommended. Proper trellis or other supports 
should be provided. 

The first sowing of Sweet Peas may be made very early 
in the spring, as soon as the frost isout of the ground. Fora 
succession, some should be sown every few weeks afterwards. 
For fall flowering, they may be sown as late as July. Then 
again, they may be sown late in the fall for very early bloom- 
ing the following spring, but in that case a dry situation is 
preferable, and they should be sown 4 or 5 inches deep, and 
not in the trench method.

These require very little care. The principal thing, indeed, to be attended to is to forbear disturbing them 
too often. L. auratum cannot bear manure ; ordinary light soil suits them best. We call particular attention 
to the LZ. speciosum (Japan Lilies), which are, next to 1. auratum, the most magnificent species.
